l. T TOUSES and lodgings in London are let other 
JLx furoiihed or unfornifhed, and their prices are 
according to their fize, their fituation, and their man- 
ner of fitting up. In the central part of London and 
Weftminfter, inch as the neighbourhood of St. James's, 
Charing- Crofs, the fquares, Covent-Garden, tne thea- 
tres, St. Paul's Church-yard, Cheapfide, the Royal Ex- 
change, &c. they are high rented ; in more diftant 
parts they are cheaper, and in by-ftreets, courts, lanes, 
alleys, and fuch obfcure places, cheaper ftill. 

A private houfe 24 feet in front, and about feventy 
deep, two or three rooms on a floor, unfurnifhed, in 
the beft ftrects, will let from 100 guineas a-year to 150;

'fuch a houfe, in other places, may be had from 80 to 
100 guineas : unfurnifhed lodgings in fuch houfes are 
feldom to be met with; 

In lefs central places, but in good ftreets, unfurnifhed 
houfes of twenty feet in front* two rooms and a light 
cloiet on a floor, may be .had for fixty or feventy 
..guineas., a-year ; and houfes of eighteen feet in front 
for forty or thirty guineas, according to the fituation and 
conveniences. Pnfurnifhed lodgings in fuch houfes let 
' j>roportionably. The firft floor generally goes at half the 
net rent of the houfe without taxes : the parlour- floor, 
or fecond floor, at one fourth. 

2. Houfes about twenty- one feet in front will let 
from four guineas a week furn'ihed to eight guineas, 
according to the feafon of the year and the time they 
are engaged for* The deareft feafon is from Chriftmas 
,to June, when families are in town and the parliament 
fitting $ the cheapeft, when families are out of town, 
and the parliament prorogued. In the winter- feafon, 
fuch a houfe taken for four or five months, may 
poflibly be had for from three to five feven guineas a- 
week. Thus taken, the tenant pays no taxes, the goods 
are delivered an inventory, and whatever is deftroyed, 
is paid for. Furnifhed lodgings, that is, the firil floor 
with a fervant's room, &c. in fuch a houfe, will let for 
from two guineas a-week to three and a half, in pro- 
portion to the goodnefs of the furniture, the conveni- 
encies wanted, the trouble given, the time they are 
engaged for, and the feafon of the year. 

Houfes of fifty guineas a-year rent will let furnifhed 

for from two guineas weekly to five, and the firft floor 

* furnifhed wiU lot for, from one guinea a week to two 

guineas : fecond floors two thirds of the rent of .firft 

floors., and parlour-floors at the price of feeond floors. 

3. It is generally eftimated, that in lodging-houfes 
the rent of the firft floor furnifhed* with other conveni- 
ences, fuch as kitchen, cellars, garrets, &c. fhall pay 
the rent and taxes of the whole houfe unfurnifhed.

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5. Landlords have now got into a method of making 
tenants pay guineas for rent inftead N of pounds, and alio 
land-tax and repairs ; but all thefe outgoings mould be 
confidered when the agreement is made, as well as the 
taxes on the hotafe; for in fome parifhes the poor-rates 
and land-tax are lower than in others. Perfons who have 
money may often get the remnant of a leafe cheap, pro- 
Tided they will pay down a certain fam of money for 
fuch leafe ; for there are always diftrefTed houfe-* 
keepers in London, trying to procure money by every } 
poffible means : for -which reafon, fuch as purchafe a 
leafe (hould examine the covenants of that leafe, and* 
the Hate of the building, and particularly t^.ke care thatj 
the rent and taxes are paid up to the time they takel 
poffeflion of it, and alfo the ground-rent, by feeing the 
receipts ; otherwife the tenant may have the arrears oft 
iuch rent or taxes to pay, and the feller of the {eafej 
may not be found, cr if found, not able to repay. i 

6. The general conditions of a leafs are, to leave! 
-fuch fixtures at the end of the term as are given inf 
-with the leafe on fchedule, and to leave i" in fuch a ftataas'itJ 
-was in when taken, the wear from time omlv except d ;{ 
to pay the rent half-yearly, under a forfeiture of thej 
leafe, bat with a liberty «of aligning it during the term. : 

7. If a tenant purchafes or takes a leafe of another' 
tenant, during his term, by affignment, he is no longer* 
bound for the rent than whilft it is in his pofTeifion : he j 
may affign it to another, and, this done, is no longer; ' 
anfwerable for the rent ; but the firft tenant, affi^ning* 
it without the confent of his landlord., is held bound for j 
the rent during the whole term, if the occupier does not *

8. TABLE, mewing how many Years purchafs an An- 
nuity, or Leafe is worth, fo as to make 4, 5, 6, 7, or 
8 per cent, of Money. Y.M.D. Tears , Month, Days. 
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£. In purchaflng a leafe of a tenant, it is often ex- 
pected that the purchafer fhould a!fo buy the fixtures at 
a fair appraifement ; in doing this, he fhould examine 
the leafe, and fee that he does not give money for thofe 
fixtures which belong to the houfe ; for landlords will 
often fit up a houfe with every neceflary fixture, and 
put the tenant to no expence in this matter. But if 
the fixtures have been put up by the tenant* he has a 
liberty to remove or fel all fuch as are not as fixed to the 
freehold. 

Fixtures removeable are locks, bells, citterns, grates 
fixed, coppers, dre&rs, (helves, counters, &c. Paper 
palled to the wall, buildings erected, new windows, 
chimney pieces, &c. or things to beautify the houfe, &c. 
and fixed to the freehold, mult go with the houfe., at th6 
end of the term, and cannot be removed. 

When goods or fixtures are appraifed, the fellsr and 
the buyer each appoints one appraiser, and the price is 
fixed between them ; if they cannot agree, a third is 
called in by the other two, and his decifion is final. 
If fix or eight hours is taken up in this bunnefs, each 
appraifer expedls a guinea for his trouble ; if a few fix- 
tures only are to be appraifed, the appraifer will expert 
only half-a-guinea. However, , if you employ him in 
removing your furniture, repairing it, &c. and you 
make a prior agreement with him, he will probably not 
charge you for the appraifing of a few fixtures. Be 
careful to have an honeft man for an appraifer; ' for 
his voice has been known to have been bought over on 
the other fide.. When goods are appraifed to a 
buyer, a greater value is put upon them than they 
would fetch at a fale ; and if immediately fold, they 
would not fetch the appraifed price by thirty per 
cent. 

10. In taking a houfe of its owner, take care that it 
is thorough repair, and give a rent accordingly ; and 
particularly fee that the drains are clear, and the 
privy not full. 

ii. It is very dangerous to take unfurnifhed lodg- 
ings in London ; for fhould the tenant of the houfe not 
pay his rent, your goods will be liable to be feized for

it ; fo will your carriage and horfes Handing at livfry, 
for the rent of the (table? , if that rent is in arrear.-^— 
To avoid thisi enquire into the circumftances of the 
houie -keeper, and if you cannot get the landlord of the 
houfe to give you. an agreement in writing, that he will 
not feize your goods for any arrears that may become 
due by his tenant, a& to fee the landlord's receipt for 
the laft half-year, before you pay your own rent. 

12. Such houfe-keepers who have troublefome lodg-r 
ers, may remove them, if they will not quit otherwise, 
by railing the rent weekly upon them ; and if they re* 
fufe to pay, filing them for the fame ; if the lodging* 
are furnilhed, and they do not>pay, an opportunity 
may be taken, when the lodger and all perfons ^toe- 
longing to him are out of the apartments, to lock the 
door, and keep him for re-entering ; if any thing i$. 
owing, any effects of the lodger may be detained. 

13. If a tenant of an unfumilhed houfe gives notice 
to his landlord to quit, and does not quit at the time 
given in fuch notice ; or if he will not quit the pre- 
mifes on a legal notice from his landlord, but hold* 
pofleffion beyond his term, if the landlord has ac-r 
qua'nted him in writing that he expects double rent 
far his fo doing, he is obliged to pay double the rent firft 
agreed on.

19. When your houfe is furnHhed, the next pre- 
caution to be taken is, to infure it from fire : this may 
be done at feveral public infurance-ofhces, and at a 
very fmall annual premiuzt. The landlord generally in*

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I. The Sun-Fire Office, near the Royal Exchange, 
and in Craig 9 s-court, Charing-crofs, has been efteemed 
the moft eligible, becaufe the proprietors aft liberally to 
the infured, and pay the amount of any lofs with little 
trouble to the fupplicant. They expedt yon togiye in the 
bell eftimate you can of the lofs fuftainea, fwear to the 
amount, and then they immediately pay ; they ufed to 
deduct three per cent, on the payment, but have lately 
altered their plan, and pay now the full fum infured, 
if the goods loft amount to that fum. The clerks expert 
Jbsne (mall fees to the amount of a few guineas.

2. The London Infurance, B:rchin-lane,. eftablifhed 
by a r royal charter, aflures houfes an* other buildings, 
goods, wares, and merchandife, being the property of the 
affured, on commiffion or in trAift, houfehoki goods, fur- 
niture, wearing apparel, and printed books, (except 
writings,, bocks of accompts, notes,, bills, bonds, money,

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jewels, pi&im, gun-pcider, cattle, hay, ftraw, and 
corn ur.thraihed,) from Io s or damage by fire, upon the 
following terms and conditions :

Timber or platter buildings covered with flate, tile or 
lead, wherein no hazardous goods are depofited, nor any 
hazardous trades carried on, are confidered as hazardous 
infurances : fo are all goods and wares net hazardous, if 
depofited in fuch buildings ; and all hazardous trades, 
fuch as apothecaries, bread and bifcuit -bakers, colour- 
men, coopers, (hip and tallow- chandlers, inn-holders, 
malfters, fail-makers and liable -keepers, though carried 
on brick or Ibne-buildings, covered with flate, tile or 
lead; alfo all hazardous goods, fuch as hemp, flax, tow, 
pitch, tallow, tar and turpentine, depofited in brick or 
ftone- buildings, covered with flate, tile or lead, where- 
in no hazardous trades are carried on. 

Timber or plalter buildings, covered with flate, rile 
or lead, wherein hazardous goods are depofited, or any 
hazardous trades carried on ; alfo thatched buildings, 
wherein are no hazardous goods or trades carried on, 
and fliip- carpenters and boat-builders are confidered u 
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• Chemifts, diftillers, fugar-bakcrs, and others whofe 
trades are attended with extraordinary bawd,, from 
the nature thereof, or other dangerous circumftanccs, 
and alfo deal yards, will be infured by fpecial agree- 
ment. 

Dwelling-houfes, out-houfes, and other buildings, 
gocds, wares, and merchandife, may be affured in one 
policy, provided the fum affured on each be particularly, 
mentioned. 

Perfons affuring for feven years will be allowed one 
year's premium, and the Hke abatement will be made- 
out of the duty payable to government. 

Affurances on buildings and goods are deemed diflin£r. 
and feparate adventures, fo that the premium on build-; 
ings is not advanced by reafon of affuring goods therein* 
nor the premium on goods by reafon of affuring the 
buildings wherein they are kept. 

No lofs or damage happening to plate will be paid* 
unlefs it be exprefsly mentioned to be affured, and in ad- 
jufting loffes thereon, the- fame fhall not be valued at 
more than 6s. per ounce ; and in adj lifting lofles on houfes, 
no wainfcot, fculpture or carved work (hall be valued at: 
more than 3s. per yard. 

•This office allows all reafon able charges attending the 
removal of goods in cafes of fire, and pays the Jots of 
the infured, if the goods fhall be deftroyed, loft, or 
damaged by fuch removal/ without any dcdu&ion. • ■ 

3. TheHand-in-Hand Office, oppofite St. Sepulchred 
church, Snow-hill, infures for feven years at 10s. depofit, 
and 2 s. per premium per cent, on brick or ftohe, and 
double that fum for timber- houfes, the fum not exceeding 
1500I. and for any fum from 1500I. to zodol. 4s 1 'per 
cent, on brick or ftone, and double on timber houfes, for 

•any term of years not exceeding feven. But a -fum 
exceeding 2000I. is not to be infured on any buil&nff, 
without the approbation of a general court ; and the of- 
fice infures only three-fourths of the value of each houfe.

Common Infurances are in houfes built on all fide with 
trick or ftone, and covered with flate, tiles,, ox lead, and 
in which no hazardous trades are carried. 

Hazardous infurances are goods, not ufually deemed 
hazardous, in timber or plafter buildings ; and hazar- 
dous goods or trades, fuch as pitch, tar,, tallow, hemp, 
flax, rofin, &c. apothecaries, coopers, bread and bif- 
euk -bakers, fhip and tallow chandlers, fail and rope- 
maker, colourmen, inn-holders, &c. in brick or iton* 
buildings. 

Double-hazardous infurances are,, hazardous goods and 
trades, in timber or plafter buildings ; and alfo chemifts, 
jhip~ carpenters, boat-builders, china, glafs and earthen, 
.ware., hay and ftraw, &c, 

• Particular cafes, and other infurances more hazardous 
'ft21, are fubjett to the orders and difcretion of the 
dire&ors. 

The infurance takes place from the time the charge is 

. paid, and the deed fubferibed by the infurer. If any 

.alteration is made on the premifes, where the goods, &c 

are iftfured, notice muft be given at the office, and fuch 

alteration approved of by the dire&ors, or the policy 

is void. 

The depofit money is returned on the expiration of the 
policy ; that is, at the end of the feven years, with a 

pro- 
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proportionable dividend, of profits (after dedo&ion of 
loffies and incidental charges only } 

Every member or infurer (hall pay a due proportion of 
all lofles and charges; and if fuch proportion fhall. at 
any time,, beyond the depofit-money „ he more than equal 
to the fum at firft depofited, then any member or infurer, 
who by infurance becomes a member, mail be at liberty 
taquit the fociety, paying his proportion due at that 
jbme. 

Any member may transfer his policy £ and the exe- 
cutors or adminiftrators of every member dying, (hall* 
within three months, give notice at the office, and have 
fiich transfer or draft indorsed upon} his policy,, in Which 
cafe, the affignee, executor, or administrator,, fhall be 
entitled to the fame benefit the original infurer was ; that 
is, if the directors think proper ; if not, they mail only 
have the proportionable profits op to the time of transfer* 
or death. 

Members may attend general meetings, which art* 
held twice a year, and may at any time fee the orders 
and proceedings of the directors, books of accounts* 
fee. 

5. The Wefiminfter Fire-Ojfice, Bedfosd-ftreet, Co- 
vent-garden, infures houfes only, and on the following 
terms :— 

, Every perfon infilling for one year fhall pay for fuch 
infurance, for every hundred pounds, two millings for. 
brick, and four (hillings for timhen-buildings, exclu- 
live of all prefent and future parliamentary impofitions, 
provided the premifes are fnuate within ten miles from 
the office. 

Perfons injuring for feven years become proprietors of 
the office : and in confideration of their payment for the 
whole term in advance, will be allowed one year's infur- 
ance in feven. They are to pay a premium at the rate of 
two (hillings per cent, on bricks and double thofe fums 
on timber-buildings within five miles from the office. 

All feptennial infurers (hall contribute to making good 
the lofTes in proportion to their infurance ; but none to 
be charged above ten (hillings per cent, for brick, and 
double tar timber-houfes, &c. which if any lots fhall 

ever 
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ever require, any member, firft paying his faid (hare, 
and remiting the depofit-money, may furrender his 
policy, and be difcharged. 

The depofit-money to be returned to every infurer at 
the expiration of his policy, together with the yearly di- 
vidends of profit, except what Jfeall be neceffary to de- 
fray incidental charges and lofles by fire, which fhall be 
firft, deducted out of the fame. 

Houfes and buildings having the fronts and back fronts 
built with brick or ftone, and having alfo fufficient brick 
party- walls, are to be deemed brick 5 and others not fa 
built, to be deemed timber.* ' 

All buildings infured, to be viewed by the furveyor of 
the office, who is to determine* their quality, whether 
brick or timber. 

Every policy to be charged foar-pence, and every 
mark to fix on the houfe one (hilling and four-pence. 

This office infures to the full value on all houfes. 
• - Gilding, carving, and hlftory-painting, are not in- 
cluded in the infurance ; nor will more than 75 1. be al- 
lowed for any marble chimney-piece ; nor more than 75I. 
for an ornamental cieling ; nor more than two millings and 
fixpence per foot running for ftuceo cornices and entabla- 
ture ; nor more than fixpence per yard running for pa- 
pering.

9. As an addition to the expence of infurance, go* 
vernment has laid a tax of is. 6d. on every 100I. in- 
fured, which muft be paid at the time you pay your in- 
surance, which is always a year in advance. 

1 o. Iris cuftomary for thefe offices to have inferted in 

ike body of the policy the particular articles you infure, 

and how much upon each ; as for example : Cloaths 50I. 

books 30I. furniture 150I. plate 70I. &c. and though yoi* 

were to infure the amount of 1000I. they never pay more 

than you can make appear you have loft. If mfuring as 

above, you have loft iool. of cloaths, they will pay no 

more than 50I. the fum infured, and the lame in other 

articles. It is folly, therefore to infure beyond the value 

of your real property. If your property increafes at any 

future time, and you wifh to infure more, you can have 

a new policy for 6s. 6d. 

1 1 . In cafe of removal, the fame policy will do, with 
the addition of an indorfement, for which they charge one 
fhilling. 

12. All thefe offices pay for the removal of goods, in 
cafe of an adjoining fire. 

Cautions against Fire. 

13. TO guard againft fire, every mailer ard mif~ 
trefs of a family mould take care to keep their chimnies- 
clean fwept, and mould be particularly attentive, that 
fervants put every fire out before they go to bed, and 
that they put out the candles in their own room ; for i£ 
a fire does begin in your own houfe, as watchmen are al- 
ways about to give notice, there is fufficient time to* 
efcape. But if families mould be fo unfortunate as to» 
be furprifed by fire, and cannot efcape at the door, they 
mould by all means endeavour to be cool, and not be too* 
much alarmed — fear overcomes reafon, and will prevent 
ftudying your fafety. If there be no way oat at the top of 

the 
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the houfe ; from the firft floor windows, or even from tlie* 
fecond, a perfon might efcape by tying the blankets and- 
fheets together, fattening one end to a chair, with ths 
window half down, and throwing the other end out, and 
lowering himfelf down by the blankets, &c. the wiadow 
will prevent the chair following you. . 

14. The law enjoins, that the parifh-officers (hall pay 
as a reward to the turn-cock, whofe water firft reaches 
the place where any fire breaks out, a fum not exceeding 
ten {hillings-; to the firft engine brought complete, a fum* 
not exceeding thirty (hillings ; to the fecond a fum not 
exceeding twenty (hillings ; and to the third a fum not 
exceeding ten (hillings : and to make perfons careful of 
fire, whenever a chimney takes fire, and the houfe is not 
burnt, or where ever any mifchief is done to a houfe by 
fire beginning in a chimney, and the parifh-officers pay 
the rewards as above, the tenant or lodger, whofe chim- , 
ney is thus fet on. fire, fhall repay the church -wardens* 
the faijj fums, or fuch part of them as a juftice fhall di- 
rect, if the matter is referred to him. 14 Geo. 3. o. 78. 

15. But as a prefervative againft fires, every parifh 
is furnilhed with long ladders : thefe are kept at certain: 
places, and every family (hculd know where they are kept,, 
and write it down, and fix the writing in fome confpi- 
cuous part of ths houfe, as alfo in what fituation the fire 
plugs are ; by doing this, people can always have recourfe 
to them. 

16. Tf families have any thing to preferve more than 
Ordinary ; for example, (hop-books, books of accompt, 
writings, bahk-nctes, ca(h, &c. as thefe things take 
but little room, it would be advifable for thofe who have 
no other fecure place, to put them every night into a bag, 
and place them in their chamber by their cloaths ; they 
can thus be readily carried o(F. 

17. Some families have ftone-clofets, others have iron 
chefts, but the above method would' be almoft equally as 
fecure. 

18. Tradefmen would do well to keep duplicates of 
their books, and lodge one fet in the houfe of a friend ; 
the occurrences of a week might be tranfcribed at the 
week's end. 

6. Thofe 
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1 g. Thcfe who have bank-notes fhoulJ always enter 
the number, date and fum of each note, in a bcok, as 
foon as received, in which cafe, if deftrcyed, on giving 
the bank iecurity to re-pay the money, in cafe the note 
evers appears againit them, they Will give the lofer the 
qafh. If they receive them of bankers, and can re- 
member where they received them, and on whofe account, 
fuch bankers will furnifh them with the particulars, as 
they always enter them in their bcoks. 

20. If a neighbouring houfe is on fire, pteferve yonr 
temper, be cool and wary ; don't be in hafte to open 
the door and let in the rabble, be they as impatient as 
they may ; for in fire, thieves are always ready to plunder 
a houfe, and you may lefe more that way that any other. 
The infurance-offices always retain in their ferviee a num- 
ber of men to attend at fires; thefe may be known by 
their drefs and badge ; and if you admit any into your 
houfe, to aflift you in removing your property, let thefe 
be the only people. The matter of the houfe mould Hand 
at the door himfelf for that purpofe, and the goods, as 
removed, mould be carried to the houfe of fome friend in 
the neighbourhood, on the oppofite fide of the flreet. 

20. The taxes of a houfe in Loiv&n are nearly half 
the rent, and are as follow : 

1. Land-tax, a tax on the ground, paid by the tenant, 
half yearly, but generally allowed by the landlord in the 
rent, if no agreement to the contrary. — This is generally 
four (hillings in the pound; but in fome parifhes lefs than 
others. 

2. There is alfo a fmall fewer tax, for cleanfing the 
fewers, a few (hillings a year, generally paid by the 
landlord. 

3. A houfe- tax paid to government, by the tenant, of 
fix-pence, nine-pence or one (hilling in the pound accord- 
ing to the rent. The rent in this tax is rated to 
the full. See Hcufes, 15. p. 6. 

4. The poor's-rate is another tax, but a parochial 
one, paid by the tenant to the overfeers of the pariQi, 
for the maintenance of the poor. This is collected 
every half year, and the affeflment is from one to fix 
millings in the pound, or more, according to the num. 

ber 
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ber of poor in the parilh. This aflefTment is made By* 
the pariih -officers, and ratified by a bench of juftice*. 
The book, with this ratification, and the funis each 
houfe-keeper is to pay, is brought round to every 
houfe, when the money is collected, and each in- 
habitant may fee how much others pay, then or at 
any other time, an paying fix-pence cr a (hilling. 
The rent of each houfe is generally estimated in the 
-j>arifti-book at two-thirds of the real rent paid; and 
if any perfon finds that he pays more in proportion 
than the reft of the parifh, he may obtain redrefs, 
by an application to the quarter- feifions, at a very 
little expence. . 

Any perfon occupying any houfe, &c. out of which 
any other perfon affefled has removed, or which, at the 
making the rate was empty, every perfott fo removing 
and the perfon fo coming into and occupying the fame* 
mail pay to fuch rate in proportion to the time he oc- 
cupied the fame. In cafe of difpute, the proportion 
to be afcertained by two jullices. 17 Geo. 2. c. 31. 
f. 12. 

5. Another tax is the window-tax, paid by the te- 
nant to Government, and collected half-yearly. 

This is aiTefled in the following manner : — 

Every houfe pays in the firft place, per ann. 3 
And alfo for 7 windows, and no more

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Perfons are to pay only for two houfes, and thofe 
containing the greateft number of windows. 

Glafs- 
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Glafs-doors and lights over doers, are here coniidcred 
as windows, and the affeiTors have the peculiar privilege 
of examining them, by looking round the outlides of the 
lioufe. 

7. The next tax is the church-wardens rate, for Re- 
pairing the church. The county -rate is generally col- 
lected with it. This is only collected occafionally, and 
may be from three-pence in the pcund ro two or three 
fhillings, according to the exigencies required. 

8. Another rate or affeilment is the paving-tax, for 
repairing, cleaning, and lighting the Itreets. This is 
one (hilling and fix-pence in the pound, of two-thirds of 
the rent or value. 

9. Another is for watching them, but this is a trifle. 
Private lamps, at private dcors, are put up at the ex- 
pence of thofe who contract to light them, and painted- 
annually, and if broke are replaced alfo at their expence. 
Price for lamp lighting, 7s. per quarter, each, 

10. There is a further call on every hcufeholder for 
Eafter offerings, for the rector cr vicar of the, parifh j 
this is four-peace a-head for every one in each family 
Capable of receving the facrament, paid once a year* 
at Eaiter. But this feldom is coll died ; it is generally 
left to each family to give what they pleafe ; but it 
is always expected that they give fomething ; perhaps a 
fewfhilfings. 

11. Once or twice a year the church-wardens generally 
brine round a book, to make a collection for the lecturer 
or afternoon preacher. At this time a houfekeeper gene- 
rally gives a few millings; but this is optional. 

1 2. In fome parifhes, twenty or thirty millings a year, 
more or lefs, are paid by houfe -keepers, in proportion 
to their rent, in lieu of the tithes. 

13. A further expence to the inhabitants is the river- 
water, with which each houfe is ferved, from about 
twenty- four to thirty millings a year, according to the 
time of ferving, whether every day or three rimes a 

week. 

1 . The London-bridge water- works fupply the city, 
and the greateft part of its liberties, with Thames wa- 
ter, at the rate of from twenty-four to thirty (hillings (paid 
half-yearly) according to the diflance from London- 
bridge 
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Tmdge. The pipes of this Company fpread all over the 
City to Tower-hill, Snow-hill, Shore-«ditch, and St. 
Dunftan's -church, Fleet-ftreet. Office at London- 
bridge. 

2. The York-building water-works, (office in Villiers- 
flreet, attendance from three in the afternoon till feven) 
fupplies Weftminfler, and the weft end of the town, as 
far as Holborn, with Thames- water, and will convey 
the water, if defired, to the upper ftories of a houfe, 
the fecond or third ftory, according to their fituation. 
The higher the hoiife ftands from the water fide, the 
lefs height can they convey the water. The prices of 
the water is the fame with the London-bridge water- 
works ; only, if the water is to be conveyed to the fecond 
or third ftory, more money is paid annually, from thirty 
ihillings to five pounds. ' The Thames-water is reckoned 
fofter than that of the New river. If a fire happens in 
the night, application for water from this Company, 
and that of London-bridge, mull be made at the re* 
fpe&ive offices and it will be fome time, half an 
hour or more, before they can get their engines to 
work. 

3. The New-River Company (office in Dorfet-ftreet, 
Fleet-ftreet) fupplies all London oh the north fide of 
the Thames, from mile-end turnpike to Hyde-park- 
corner, with water brought twenty miles from Lon- 
don, to a refervoir at Iflington. The terms of this 
Company are rather higher than thofe of other water- 
companies, but the water is generally clearer and bet- 
ter. They ferve families from twenty^four millings a- 
year to five pounds, according to the quantity of water 
they require, which is fettled by the collector of the 
diftrift, .whofe name may be known, by applying at the 
office, in Dorfet-ftreet. This collector alfo.will furnifli 
families with the names of the turn-cocks in his diftrift* 
printed on paper, to whom application is to be made 
in cafe of fire ; and in the collector's receipts will be 
found the place to apply to, in want of water and other 
complaints. This company conveys the water to the 
' upper ftories of houfes, without any additional expence 
than the lead pipes, which are the property oif, andmuft 

he 
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be fixed by, the tenant ; the nearer a houfe (lands to 
the Thames fide, that is, the lower it is from the 
refervoirs, the higher in the houfes the water can be 
conveyed. Jn the New River Water- Works the water 
runs from an eminence; in the London-bridge and 
York company, it is forced op by fire ; of courfe, the 
higher it is conveyed, the more money annually is 
•required. 

4. There are other water- works, thofe of Chelfea, 
Hampftead, Bayfwater, Shad well, Lambeth, &c. that 
fupply other parts of the town, and the borough of 
-Southwark, with foft water, and on nearly the terms. 
Thrale's water-works, that fupply part of Southwark, 
ferve fo lo.v as 20s. a-year. 

5. The lead pipes from the main, that is, from the 
.middle of the ftreet, are confidered as belonging to 
the houfe, and mull be paid for, and kept in repair by 
•the tenant ; other repairs and expences are paid by the 
leveral companies. 

6. Attendance is always given at the respective offices 
from morning till night, and complaints immediately 
redreiTed. It is proper to fend to thefe office immediate- 
ly on a fire breaking out, efpecially thofe that fupply 
•the Thames water. 

7. It is advifeable for every houfe-keeper, on firft 
coming to London, to apply to the offices for the names 
of the turn-cocks, and where they live ; and alfo to fire- 
offices, for the places where the fire engines are ; alfo to 
the veflry-clerks of the different parifhes, for the places 
where the ladders are kept, and from year to year, who 
Are the conflables and pari fh -officers, and to write thefe 
down and flick them up in the kitchen, or other part of 
the houfe, that the earliefl application, in cafe of fire, 
may be made for every neceflary affiftance. 

8. In frofty weather, tofecure water to the houfe is 
the care and bufinefs of the tenant. For this purpofe, 
Jrefh horfe-dung fhould be laid over the pavement 
under which the lead-pipes pafs, and fome mould be 
wound round the pipe as it croffes the area. Dung can 
he had at any of the (tables for a trifle, and the expense 
of fetching it in a wheelbarrow is not much. 
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<y , If yc.ttr water fails* and you apprehend the -defect 
is in the pipe under the pavement in the ftreet, by ap- 
plying at the office b. longing to the company- that Serves 
you, they will fend a pavior to open the .pavement-; if 
<the defect is found in the ?ead-pipes between the main and 
the houfe* the expence *muft be paid by the tenant; if 
oiot, it will be repaired at the expence of the water- 
company. 

1 o . If your drains are flopped, they muft be opened and 
cleaned; it is the part of the tenant to clean the drains 
•into the common fewer ; but if the fewer is choaked, ap- 
plication muft be made to the office *of common- fe we rs in 
your diftrift. No perfon can make a new ^Irain from 
-the privy into the common-fewer* without the content of 
the commifiioners ; but if fuch a -drain has been once 
.made* it may be kept up, 

1 1 . Emptying of privies is not only expenfive, but very 
'difagreeable. It is enacled by law, that none (hall be 
emptied in London before 12 o'clock at night*; the price 
is 5s. a ton for all they carry out* and the carts gene- 
Tally hold 3 tons, but are marked as to what they hold. 
Night-men, if not watched* will not fill their carts, of 
<courfe, you are impofed on : a confidential perfon mould 
^attend them in this bufinefs, and keep an account of the 
quantity carted off. The men employed-expeft, in this 
bufinefs* plenty of bread and cheefe,* beer and gin.

5. There are in many parts of the town, bakers whg 
fell their quartern- loaves a half-penny or a penny each 
under the atfuze-prtce,, and rolls four for three-pence,, 
*t>ut they feldom fend out their "b read. 

6. Bakers* men, who carry the bread round to their 
cuftomers, will fometimes, if families run up a bill, fell a 
loaf or two by the way, and. put the money into their 
pockets, telling their mailers, that.they left them at fuch 
and fuch houf s. The mafter, of courfe, charges the 
customer for bread he never had ; ar'd*, when the bill 
Qomes to be pakl, it perhaps occasions a difpute, and 
'the buyer finds ,himf If oblig dtopay for it after all. 
To avoid this, the beft method is, never, to run a bill 
with a baker, 'but to pay for the bread as it is left; or, if 
this be inconvenient, order the bill in every Monday 
morning, whilft the occurrences of the week are in the 
mfemory; thefe t>ills, examined and fi! d wjl pre- 
vent your being cheated. Bakers, like Milk-women, 
will fometimes leave tallies, on % which they .daily 
lhalk what is le/t, but a mark is eafily added, while the 

ferr 
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fervant is inattentive, which robs you of the pi ice of a 
foaf, or a pint of milk. Thefe marks are fometimc3 
made on a door-poft, oftner without the door than 
within ; of courfe an addition can be made, unknown to 
ycurfervant, as the baker or milk- worn an paffes the doer; 
or they may be wholly rubbed out,- by wanton boys or 
others, as is frequently the cafe ; and when the fcore is 
gone, the baker or milk woman may charge what they 
pleafe ; and as ihey can fell a loaf or a pint of milk to 
thofe who pay ready money, and fecrete that money ; 
to conceal this fraud from their mailers, they will 
fcore it up to their cuftomers on credit. 

7. With refpeft to milk, though fold at two-pence 
half-penny a quart, it is always mixed with water. 
There are cows that are driven into the ftreets, about 
the weft end of the tcwh, from which you may have 
milk, and fee it milked, at four-pence a quart ; but the 
milk of thefe is not very good, as the cows are driven, 
about all day ; yet it is better than what i* brought by 
milk- women; but the meafure, if not looked into, 
will be fhort. - - 
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f .TT is by no means advifeable to deal withone butcher, 
JL unlefs you can agree to have all your meat, viz* beef, 
mutton, veal, lamb, and pork, weighed in, at one 
and the fame price, all the year round ; which fome 
butchers will do at 5d. a pound, and occafionally give 
you, at the feme price, a quarter of houfe-lamb. If 
ycu enter into fuch an agreement, take care to have 
a bill of the weight always fent home with the meat, 
order it to be weighed by your owen people, and agree 
not to pay for odd quarters of a pound. 

If you make no fuch agreement, and deal regularly 
with one butcher, ,ypu will frequently be charged for a 
joint you never had ;. ajad for .half a pound, or a quarter 
of a pound more than the joint weighs : <and you will aU 
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ways pay a halfpenny, op a farthing more per pounoV 
than were you to go to market and cheapen it yourfelf. 
In buying a joint at market, of feven pounds and a halfY 
you may often deduct the half pound,, but when fent 
home by the butcher who credits you, never. This 
conduct in a family will occafion a great faving at the 
years- end. If you pay your butcher but once a quarter,* 
be fure to have a bill of the weight and price fent in with* 
your meat, and a regular bill" of the week's, meat, every 
Monday morn;ng. In th*s cafe you will fee -what you 
are about, and not be liable to be impofed. upon. 

2. Good meat mould not be lean, dry, or fhrivelled ^ 
the flelhy part fbould be of a bright red, and the fat of 
a clear white. When the flefh looks pale, and the fat 
yellow, the meat is not good. Cow-beef is worth a 
penny a pound lefs than ox-beef, except it be the meat 
of a maiden-heifer. In a buttock you may know it by 
the udder. - 

3. The average pike of beef is from 4d. a pound to 
cd. The prime boiling parts are the rump, buttock, 
edge-bone, briflcit, thick and thin flank ? reacting pieces, 
the furloin and ribs. 

Butchers make a difference in price betwen pieces of 
beef to roaft and boil ; if you take a piece of each, they 
will fell prime beef for ^d. halfpenny ; if a boiling 
piece 4d, and often 3d. if roafting alone 5d. 

If you want rump-fteaks in any quantity, it is cheaper 
to give jd. a pound without bone than 4a. halfpenny for 
the whole rump. A buttock is the chcapeft joint, as it is 
free from bone ; for if you wi(h it, the butcher will fell it 
you without the marrow-bone, which is worth it's weight 
lor the marrow. 

In buying a buttock of beef, be careful you do not 
buy the moufe-buttodc for the prime one. The diffe- 
rence is eafily known ; the prime buttock as firft cut off 
the leg, and is the thickeft ; the moufe-battock is thin- 
ner, and cut off the legs, betwen the buttock and the 
legbone, is coarfc meaty apd not fb worm fo much bV 
one penny a pound. / 

^ A bullock's tongue will && from as. to 4s. 6d. ac- 
cording 
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cording to its fize and goodnefs. A good tongue fhould 
look plump, clear and bright, not of a blackifh hue. 

4. The flefh of mutton Ihould be pf a bright red, 
and its fat of a. clear white; and unlefs it is very fat, it 
is worth little. Ewe-mutton is not worth fo much as 
weather, by a penny in the pound ; mutton five years old, 
if it can be got, is the mod delicious ; its natural gravy 
is brown. After it is drefTed, if the meat Hies from the 
boue, thaJheep was not found. A leg of ewe-mutton 
may be known by the udder on its fkirt. The udder of 
a maiden -ewe is little more than a kernel. The fkirt of 
a leg of wether mutton has a lump cf hard fat on it, on 
the infide of the thigh. The fhoulder of a wether maybe 
known hy the fkin or fhank-bone being more covered 
with flefh, fat and ftouter than that of a ewe. The 
average price of prime wether- mutton is 4d. halfpenny a 
pound, though it will fell often for 5d. halfpenny. 

Sheeps' tongues for fairing or. pickling, may be 
bought in any quantity, in Field-lane, near Fleet-market, 
from is. 3d. to 2s. a dozen, according to their fize. 

5 . The average price of veal is 6d. though it will 
often fell for 8d. particularlynhe fillet*! A leg of veal 
may, in fummer, be. bought for 4d. the lb. by which 
means the fillet will cod 5d. the knuckle 3d. Large 
veal is feldom good. Veal Ihould be fat and very white, 
like rabbit or chicken, not red or look as if it was much 
blown up. Ccw calves generally yield the beft veal, and 
the leg and fillet of cow calves may be known by the ud^ 
der. .. . 

6. The average price of grafs-lamb is 6d. a pound, 
that of pig-pork the. fame, though pork chops will often 
fell for yd. or 8d. Butchers feldom fell pork. There 
are pork-fhops in all parts of the town; Saufages are 
8d. a pound. . . 

Houfe lamb at Chriftmas is dear, and if fine and fait 
well fell for 7s. 6d. a quarter, the leg 5*. At other times 
it may be bought fo low as 3s. 6d. a quarter. 

7. If your butcher fends you any tainted meat, he may 
be fined, by complaining ta a magiftrate ; but the readi- 
ed and lead troublefome method of redrefs, is to put 
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up with a trifling lofs, and deal with fuch a butcher 
no more. 

8. The befi markets in town are St. James's, New- 
port* Clare-market, Honey-lane, arid Leadenhall, for 
meat; for vegetables, Covent- garden, and Leadenhall; 
for frefh batter, Leadenhall, particularly for Epping 
batter and cream cheefe. 
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1. T)OULTRY of all forts may be purchafed cheaper 
X of the higlers at the federal markets, than at the 
Poulterers (hops ; bat of the higler you mud take care 
what you buy : fowls and chickens fhould be fat, plump 
and look white, * and be particularly white-legged. 
Chicken may be kncwn by their fize, and fowls are 
young, if they have no fpurs, and the fide-bones, near 
the ramp, will give way to the fingers ; tho' artful fellers 
wilKometimes break thefe by way of deception. ^ 

By the fame mprks you may judge of turkies. A 
large cock-turkey at Chriilmas can rot be bought for lefs 
than 6s. or ni. at other times 5s. ; a hen-turkey from 4s. 
ito 5s. 6d. Fat, crammed chickens, about ten weeks old, 
tin or about Lady-day, are worth about 3s. 6d. each, 
and a fine fowl at Midfummer is worth 3s. 6d. at other 
tomes chickens may be bought of higlers for 3s. 6d. or 4s, 
a* couple, and fowls at the fame price. 
' Ducks and geefe ihould look white, very plump, and 
broad over the breaft. If the bill will bend back, the 
dock or goofe is young. A fat goofe, weight about iolb. 
on ^f ichaelmas-day, is worth 5s. at other times about 
3s. 6d. giblets included. A green goofe in May is 
worth 4s. The price of ducks is from 3s. a couple, to 5s. 
Wild-docks, in frofty weather, may be bought in Fleet* 
market for as. 6d. a couple ; at other times they are 
worth 28. each. If they fmell fiftiy, they are of little 
value ; to know this, take one of the pen-feathers from 
the wing, and pot it down the throat; if it fineUs fifhy

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ill drawing it out, the bird will tafte fo. Dove-home 
pidgeons, in May or June, may be bought for 3s. 6d. 
or 4s. a dozen. In winter-time, poulterers will afk is. 
6d. a piece. Larks, in hard weather, may be had for 
is.

Guinea-fowls are beft in Spring, when they get fat with- 
out feeding. At mis time they are worth from 7s. to 
1 os. each ; at other times they are worth little : thefe laft 
can be bought only of the Poulterers, of whom quails 
al(b may be had after harveft, at 2s. 6d. each. • Wood- 
cocks are from 2s. to 4s. each, according to the plenty

2. Game may fometimes be procured of the book- 
keepers at kins, byjhofewho are known to them. A 
hare for 4s. 6&. or 5s. ; a pheafantfor 5s. or 6s. and a 
brace of partridges, for 3s. 6d. or 4s. , ' 

3. Eggs are from 3 a- groat to 8, according to the 
time of the year ; they are deareft in winter: but fuch as 
wiih for new-laid eggs may frequently get them at 
the livery flables> for one penny or three half-pence 
each. 
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FI S H is generally deareft and beft, when in fea- 
fon. 

1 . Filh-mongers charge a jprice for fifli according to 
their cuftomers ; to deal with one man regularly, and 
pay him once or twice a year, is as bad as dealing with 
butchers in the fame way. A fifh-monger near, the 
fquares will charge 2s. 6d. for a mackrell, which may 
be bought for half tile money at Charing-crofs ; and 
for one third of the money from thofe who cry them 
about* ^ " 

2. To fuch as live convenient, Billingfgate is the place 
to buy fea fifh at, whether you want little or much. ■ 
Market-days there axe Mondays, Wednefdays and Fri- 
days; 
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days ; but market days arc the deareft days.- You 
may often buy them . frefh* and forty per cent, cheaper, 
on the intermediate days. By purchafing at Billingfgate, 
you may buy at one -third of the price which fiih-mongers 
charge ; and if you lay out a few fhillings, it will pay 
for a perfon to carry the,m home, or it may be fent by 
the Parcel-poft. Fifh-mongers, at this market, piu> 
chafe at break of day ; and, when the market is , not 
glutted, they will, : at thoie times, buy up all the largeft 
fUh, but there is always fuffi cient left toferve private fami- 
lies. There is an a& of parliament to oblige fifh-monr 
gers to fell brill, bret, or fmall turbot, not exceeding 16 
inches from eye to tail, for 6d. a pound, under a penalty 
of 20s. to the informer ; for afking more or refuting to 
weigh or meafure it, any perfon may feize the fiihmon- 
ger and deliver him to a con liable, to carry him before 
a juftice, who 'trill not only fine him, but make him re- 
turn the money. 33 Geo. "2. c. 27. But when turbo* 
is in feafon, as in May and June, one of 61b. weight 
may be bought at Billingfgate for 3 s. 6d. or 4s* other 
iifh in proportion. 

3. Mackrell, in June and July, are in great plenty, 
and may be bought at Billingfgate by the quarter of a 
hundred, for 2d. or 3d. apiece.

Thames falmon is always double the price of other faT- 
mon ; not that it is better tailed, but being later out of 
the water, it can be crimped, which gives it firmnefs. 
The price of fea-falmon is from 9d. to 3s. a pound. 

Lobflers and crabs mould always be bought alive.— -i 
Thofe of a middling fize are always the bell. No over- 
grown animal food is delicious ; and the heavieft arc full-

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eft? of meat. A cock-lobfter's claw is larger than thofe 
•f a hen. A hen-lobfter's-tail is broader in the middle 
than that of acock. Hen-lobfters are reckoned beft^oa 
account of the fpawn. 

The average price of foals is about is. a pounds 
though they are not fold by the pound, but the pair. 
Herrings are bought for about one (hilling a dozens 
whitings as. a dozen ; haddock according to their fize, 
for about 6d. a pound.

PERSONS ufed to the country will not relifli the 
vegetables and fruits generally fold in London; 
fuch perfons as wifii for delicates for this Iclnd, namely, 
young peas and beans, half- grown cucumbers, &c, and 
fruit with the bloom on, muft not purchafe the general 
run of the market, but either apply to a fruiterer in 
Covent-garden, or to fome of the gardeners there, a day 
or two before they are wanted; and then, by paying a 
little extra-price, they may have inch things as they wiih 
for. Good* fine fruit is very dear in London* pine-ap- 
ples from 12s. to a guinea each, according to the frze» A 
melons from 2s. 6d. to 5s. 6d. ; Peaches, Ne&arines, 
fine apricots from 3d. to 6d. each, fine cherries is. a lbw 
grapes 1*. and is. 6d. 

BREWERS and BEER. 

!•. OM ALL beer may be bought of different qualities 
O aiM * prices, from 10s. a barrel to'i6s. each bar- 
rel 36 gallons ; 1 4s. a barrel is the genera] ; and brewers, 
if apphed to for that purpofe, will lay in the quantity a 
family may ufe throughout the .year, in the winter, and 
engage it (hall kee;> good and frefh die year round; if it 
turns four, they will take it back and change it for fuck 
as is not £o; this is the beft method of Jiaving good 
beer. 
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2. The only caution necefTary on this head, is to take 
cr.ro the barrels are full, and that you have your quan- 
tity for your money, as It often works out and is fpilt ia 
the carriage. 

3. By putting a rod into the bunghole of a barrel of a 
known, given meafure, not perpendicularly down, but 
extending it to the lowed part at the end of the barrel and 
marking the red where it touches the bunghole, you may 
always find the dimsnfions of fuch a fiztd barrel again. 
Barrels of given contents are all of equal dimenfions, and 
if you thus prove your barrel when bought; if full, yo* 
will be certain of having your quantity, and your brew- 
er cannot bring you a 12 gallon caik for one of iS 
gallons. 

4. The fervants of a 1 ! thefe tradcfiron expect, and will 
call on you at Chriftmas for a Chriftmas- box, {which is a 
bad cuftom and ought to be abolifhed) as will the fcaven- 
gers, duft-men, pott-man, watchman, and beadle o£ 
theparilh. To the watchman it may not be a milling 
ill difpofed of, as it may make him more attentive to feei 
that your outfide -windows are faft, keep noify women 
and others from your door, &c. but drink-money to 
others, or the fervants of thofe who will give nothing to 
yours, is money in my opinion ill bellowed,

3. Private families, not dealing in foreign wine muft 
have a permit, as with fpirits, with every quantity fent 
to them above three gallons, fpecifying the kind of wine,

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wine-merchant omits to fend fuch permit with the wine, 
the lofs fhall be his. 26 Geo. III. c. 59. 
• r 4. Private families, wifhjng to remove wine exceed- 
ing three gallons from one place to another, muft apply 
to the excifeman of their diftrict (by a note in writing) 
from whence fuch wines are to be removed, and on prov- 
ing to the fatifattion of the colleger or fupervifbrof the faid 
diftridt that the duties of the faid wines have been paid, 
(for which purpofe it will be neceflary to keep the permits 
and produce them) and at the fame time fpecifying 
the quantity of each fort of foreign wine to be removed ; 
faying, whether it be French red wine or French white 
wine, or foreign white wine not French, or foreign red 
wine not French ; alfo the number and contents of the cafk 5 , 
bottles, or veffels containing the fame; and likewife 
whether it is to be removed by water or land, and by, 
•vhat mode of conveyance. Doing this, the fupervifor, 
&c. fhall grant a permit to remove the fame without fee 
or reward, but limiting and exprefling in the permit, the 
time within which it (hall be removed, and delivered at 
the place where it is to be fent. Wine fent without a 
permit is liable to be feized, as alfo the machine convey- 
ing it, and the horfes, &c. drawing fucji machine. 
Ibid. 

This bufinefs is very trcublefome in Iondon. The 
owners of wine muft attend at the Excife-office, ia 
Broad-ftreet, and make an affidavit before the cemmif- 
i \ oners of the duties having been paid. 

5 . And in cafe fuch wine, permitted to be removed, 
is not fent away and actually delivered within the time ex- 
prefled and limited in the permit, it mall be deemed to 
to be moved without a permit, unlefs proved to the fa» 
tisfaftion of the commifiioners of excife that fuch wine, 
through unavoidable accidents, could not have been fo 
delivered.

Perfons acquainted with the 
tafte, will foon difcover this : others lower it with water, 
but good rum and brandy, overproof, as imported, may 
be known by filling a half-pint phial about half full, and 
fliaking it well ; if the liquor froths, and the beads are 
afterwards very fmall, and a long time going off, thfe . 
fpirit is very weak ; if the bead grows large in going o4" 
and quits the furface of the liquor quickly, it is a proof 
of the fpirit being ftrong. The beft over-proof brandy 

f may be bought for 8s. 6i. or as. a gallon ; rum, a milling 
' cheaper ; Britilh fpirits are 6s. a gallon. 

12. Made wines from oranges, raifins, &c. can be 
bought at many places in London, at about 4s. a gallon.

>. *"|"*HE price of coals in London is from 32s. a 
J[ chaldron to 50 s. In long frcfts, they have rifcn 
ib high as 5 L but, on an average, they may be bought 
in Cummer-time at 33s. or 34s. a chaldron. — House- 
keepers mould endeavour to lay them in at the cheapefr. 
time : there are advertifing coal-merchants, who, for 
yeady money, will fell 39 bufhels for two or three ftiil- 
•Hngs under the price that others fell 38 bufhels for ; 

- but in dealing with thefe, and indeed with other fellers, 
it is prudent to fee the coals at the wharf, before they 
aTe fent in ; and when they are fent in* to take care you 

" have your meafure, otherwife you may have your year's, 
toals that will not burn, or pay a larger price for them 
than you expetted* Good coals are generally large, 
black and mining : Lady Windfor's Pontops are the 
t>eft. If you truit to your coal -merchant, with refpe& 

• tp the meafurement, it will however be neceflary that 
the number of facks are counted when the coals are 
fhot. Advertifing coal-fellers go often by fictitious 
names, to avoid the penalties for fhort meafure : it is t 
proper therefore to be' on your guard, particularly aeainft 
thote. If you buy pool-meafure, you have 70 facks to 
the five chaldrons ; in this cafe, it is advifeable to fend a 
perfon down into the pool to fee them (hot into the 
barge, and a perfon alfo to fee them loaded from the 
barge, or dealers will mix them with bad coals.

I. TN the choice of fervants, a houfekeeper cannot be 
X too particular. London is fo much the fink of 
vice, that the lower clafs of people are very much cor- 
rupted. Thofe brought from the country are foon in- 
fected with the difiblute manners of town -fervants, and 
become equally bad with them. To expect attachment 
from a fervant is idle, and betrays an ignorance of the 
world. Servants will now and then affect it, in order to 
gain the confidence of their employers, and thus forward 
their own intereft ; but, if we fuppofe them in our in- 
tereft, it -is because we do not thoroughly know them. 
Economy in a family, fervants do not like. The more 
extravagant a mailer or miftrefs is, the better they live, 
and the more they can purloin ; and fhould, what they 
call, a generous mafter qr miftrefs fail in the world, owing 
to a wafte or an inattention to domeflic concerns, they will 
cry to their fellow- fervants, " It is a pity ! he was a 
good-natured, generous man !— Come, let us go look 
for another place !" This being confidered, we are to 
expect nothing from them but a performance of their 
duty, keep them while they do it, and difcharge them 
when they neglect it *. 

2. The fir ft thing, then, is to endeavour to get good 
ones, if we do not bring them out of the country with 
us. There are in different parts of the town (King- 
ftreet,, Cheapfide ; Charing-Crofs ; Princes -ftreet, St. 
Ann's; and elfewhere) regifter-offices, or places where fer- 
vants of all denominations attend at certain hours, and 
where a mafter may fee them, at the expence of one mil- 
ling, and hire them ; or, by fending a fhilling to the 
keepers of fuch offices, and a defcription of the fervant 
wanted, they will fend you one, day after day, 'till you 
are fuited ; but as it is the refufe of fervants in general 
that apply to thefe offices, you muft not take the recom- 



* I have publifhed a book called Domeftic Management, 
addrefled to young houfekeepers, pointing out the bufmefs 
„ and duty of fervants of all denominations, and it is the 
beft prefent that can be put into their hands. 
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mendalion of an oJ£ce -keeper* who is paid alfo by the 
ferrani for procuring the place ; nor any written charac- 
ter ; for fuch things in London are procured from friends, 
and often forged ;• nay fervants of bad character will 
often go further, they will refer you to perfons feemingly 
of credit, who perhaps knows little of them. It is pro- 
per, therefore, that the matter or miftrefs mould apply 
for the charader themfelve*, make fome enquiry con- 
cerning the perfon they apply tot, and aflc all thofe ques- 
tions they think neceilkry. London fervants in general 
are not the moil virtuous. To expert, therefore, al- 
ways to meet with an innocent virtuous girt is idle.; it 
is fufiicient if (he is orderly, and conduces herfelf with 
decorum. If a houfe-keeper cannot get a fervant re- 
commended by a friend, or fome tradefman with whom 
he deals, fuch -as the baker, butcher, poulterer, green- 
grocer,, tallow-chandler, publican, or the like, I would 
t ecommend papers defcribing the fervant wanted, and 
where to apply* being fent or left at the chandler's, 
baker's, green grocer's, and cheesemonger's (hops in .the 
neighbourhood, which feldom.fail of fuccefs ; others will 
have recourfe to advertifements in the public newipapers, 
an infertion for which, once, cofts 45. If this -mode 
is adopted, the befl paper to advertife in is (he Daily 
£d*vertifvr in Fleet-ftreet, which is taken in by almoft all 
the public-houfes in London. Such an advertifement 
will bring you fcpres of fervants ; and here yon muft be 
very careful in your choice, and particular as to charac- 
ter ; for an advertifement will bring, with the .good, a 
number of difreputable people. ■# 

3. The general wages of fervants are as follow 5— • 
Steward, valet, .butler, 30I. a-year ; women-cooks, 1 2L 
lady's-maids, from uzL.to 20I. inferior women -fervants, 
from 7I. to 9I. foot-.men, 14L and a livery ; if they drefs 
hair, they will expedl 40s. more; women-fervants to pro- 
vide their own lea and fugar. — Board-wages of an upper 
fervant 10s. 6d. a week, with fire and candle, and 7T. a 
week to an under-fervant. 

4. They generally agree for a month's wages, or a 
month's warning, which is a bad method. As there are 
few fervants, when warning is : given, but will he very 

£ impertinent 
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impertinent and untra&able, it is far the beil, when you 
mean to part with them, to get rid of them at once, be 
it ever k> inconvenient: by enquiry, an honeft chair- 
woman, to fupply the place of a woman-fervant, may be 
procured for is. 6d. a day. If fuch are hired to wafb, 
their wages are larger: is* 8d. with tea and' a dram 
twice a day, and ftrong beer at dinner and fupper ; but 
for this they work hard, will begin at two in the morn- 
ing, and continue it till nine the next evening. If fuch 
a perfon is wanted, employ none of your own fervant's 
recommending, but apply for their character to thofe 
houfe-keepers who have employed them, and on whom 
you can better rely, 

5. Women- cooks, and fervants of all work, when 
* they hire themfelves, will endeavour to get the kitchen - 

fluff allowed them as a perquisite ; if you would not be 
robbed, never comply with this ; nor allow your coach* 
man the old wheels ; for as the one will, to ferve her- 
felf, fbip your meat of its fat, melt more butter than ne- 
cefiary, and convey the ends of candles, &c. into the 
greafe-pot, to increafe its weight ; fo will the other often 
injure the wheels, if they are likely to laft too long. 

6. If you deliver into the cuftody of fervants, plate, 
china, linen, &c; to keep ; and tell them, before witnefs, 
they muft be refponfible for it ; if they lofe any part of 
it, the law will oblige them, as far as they are aye, to 
make it good 5 but not elfe : to enable them, therefore, 
to pay for any thing miffing, it is advifeable to keep part 
of their wages in hand. As they are hired by the year, 
they mould always be paid one half-year under the 
.other, referving half-a-year in hand. As to breaking of 
china, &c. you cannot compel a fervant to pay for it, 
unlefs it was fo agreed on the hiring, Or can, prove it was 
done designedly. 

7. To avoid difputes refpe fling wages, it is prudent 
to have the agreement in writing, and a receipt for what 
you pay. 

Difputes with fervants, about wages under io£. and 
other things, if they cannot amicably be fettled, mould 
be referred to a neighbouring magiftrate, who is autho- 
rifed to hear the complaint and redrefs it ; the expence 

but 
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but trifling ; but the^ wages of coachmen, grooms, and 
the like, magiftrates can take no cognizance of. 

8. Where fervants are hired for a year, they cannot 
be put away before the expiration of that term, without 
fame reafonable caufe to be allowed by one julHce ; 
nor after the end of the term, without a quarter's warn- 
ing given before witnefs ; if a mailer discharges a fer- 
vant otherwife, he ia liable to a penalty of 40s,— 5 Eliz. * 
c. 4. 

If a {ervant refufe to ferve his term, he may be com- 
mitted till" he give fecurity to ferve the time; or he may 
be fent to the houfe of correction, and punifhed there as 
•a diforderly perfon. 5 Eliz, c. 4. 7 Jac. c. 4. 

A yearly fervant is not to be difcharged by reafon of 
ficknefs, or any other difability by the aft of God ; nor 
may his wages for thofe caufes be abated.. Dak. 129. 
All hiring without ftipulation of time is, ftrictly fpeak- 
ing, hiring for a year, and the law fo conftrues it. 2 Inft, 2. 
Both matter and fervant may however part by mu- 
tual content, and then the allowance of the caufe by a 
juftice of peace is not neceflfary.

Do this before 
you' ring your, bell, and order your fervant to look at the 
index ; ibe will then know what is wanted before (he 
comes, and bring it with her. The expence of this in- 
dex is trifling.

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An addition of twenty-two per cent, computed upon 
the premium, is charged upon military perfons ; and the 
foiall addition of eleven per cent, upon perfons not hav- 
ing had the fmall-pox. 

The court of directors have a_difcretionary power of 
fixing the premium, when any peculiar hazard attends the 
life upon which the afiurance is made. 

Perfons preferring the payment of a grofs Aim or fingle 
premium upon an afTurance for any certain term, are 
chargeable in due proportion to the annual premium for 
fuch term. 

Every perfon making any affurance with the fociety 
pays five millings in the name of entrance -money ; and 
if the fum" aflured exceeds one hundred pounds, the en- 
trance-money is charged after the rate of five millings for 
every hundred pounds. 

Alfo, every perfon proposing any aflurance, is re- 
quired to make a depofit of five ihillings, and in cafe the 
fum proposed to be afTured ihall exceed one hundred 
pounds, the depofit will be increafed after the rate of two 
Ihillings and fixpence for every hundred ; which depofit, 
if the party* afterwards, neglects to complete the ame, 
for the fpace ot twenty-eight days, is forfeited to the 
tife of the focietv; v but if the court cf directors rc- 
fufe making fucn aflurance, the money depofited is 
returned. 

Every policy becomes void, upon the party, whofe life 
is aiTured, going beyond the limits of Europe, (with- 
out leave of the directors) or dying upon the feas, 
or dying by his own hands, or the hands of juftice.

Every perfon defiring to make aflurance with the ib- 
ciety, muft fign a declaration by himfelf or agent, fet- 
ting forth the age, (late of health, prqfeflion, occupa- 
tion, and other circumftances of the 1 perfons whofe lives 
are propofed to be afliired;, and alfo, in cafe fuch aflu- 
rance is made upon the life of another perfon, that the 
intereft which he has in fuch life is equal to the fum af~ 
fured. .This declaration is the bafis of the contract be- 
tween the fciciety and the perfon defirous to make fuch* 
aflurance; and if any artful, falfe, or fraudulent repre- 
fentation {hall be ufed therein, all claim, on account of 
any policy fo obtained, (hall ceafe, determine, and be 
void, and the monies which mail have been paid upon "

the fociety. 

Every perfon making aflurance with the fociety be- 
comes a member, and enters into a covenant that he 
will conform to, obferve, and keep the ftatutes, bye- 
laws, rules, orders, and ordinances of the ibciety.— 
But no member has a right to vote at a general court, 
.who i* not aflured in the fum of ioo^. or upwards,

The bufinefs of, the fociety is conduced and carried on 
fay fifteen directors, annually chofen out of thofe mfem- 
bera, who arq aflured< with the fociety in the fum of 
of jco£: or • upwards* upon a Ufe or lives, for the' 
whole corjtinuinceithereof. 

Four gf ner^l courts are Jield every year, on the firfl 
Thurfdayj of March. June, September, and Dfecember, 
or as often as nine members qualified to vote (hail think 
proper, aft which times the accounts and date of the 
fociety are laid before the perfons prefent. 

If at any time! it (hall appear to a General Court 
of the Socjety,' that, the premiums received, and to be 
received, Will not be fufficient to pay the claims, then 
the General Court are to direift a i call to be made upon 
the ' feverai members of the Society, in proportion to 
the fums by them aflured, for making good the defi- 
ciency ; for which call, credit is to be given, and the 
call afterwards to be repaid, with inter wft, at_ the rate 
of 3 per cent. 

If a call, fhould at any time b^ requ'fite, (which is 
highly improbable) the members aflured for a fingle 
year will be rated towards fuch call, in the proportion of 
one fixth part, and the members afTured for a number 
pf years certain, in the proportion of two third parts 
of the fum charged upon the members aflured for the 
whole continuance of life, for every 100I. by them 
refpe&ively aflured. 

As often as it (hall appear to a General Court, that 
the dock of the Society is more than fufficient to pay 
the claims liable to be made, then the General Court 
is to declare a dividend of the furplus, or of fuch part 
thereof as (hall be judged convenient, amongft the

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.members of the fociety liable to contribute towards a 
call, in proportion to the Aims to which they are aflu- 
red, and to the number of years of their {landing in 
the fociety.

There are two or three other focieties for aflirrance 
on lives, that pay annuities to widows and children, 
but they are not fufficiently eftablilhed to put any great 
dependence on them, of courfe they .are not here no- 
ticed. 



GENERAL INSUR ANCE-OFPICE. - 

THERE is alfo an office for the infurance of pro- 
perty, in the Bank-Buildings, near the Royal- 
Exchange. 

This office, for the fum of 2d. or 3d. in the pounds 
paid annually, will infure any perfon againft lofs by 
burglary, highway, or ftreet robberies, public and pri- 
vate thefts of all kinds, and all the expences attending 
the profecution of offenders. 

Their conditions are too long to be admitted here, 
but they are given, gratis, to any one applying for them, 
as above. 

In cafe of burglary, which is honfe-breaking, high- 
way and ftreet robberies, Healing horfes, fheep or cattle, 
^ * the 
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the lofs will be paid, on the oath of the infurer, and fuck 
other information as he can find. 

In cafe of private theft, fuch as Healing oat of 
houfes- and warehoufes in the day-time, tools, &c. in boats^ 
or quays, &c. pigs and poultry from yards, &C. picking 
of pockets, lofs x by feryants, agents, &c. the expences- 
of profccution will be paid, but the lofs. not made' good 
unlefs the offenders are convicted. 

Perfons may infure alfo in this office againft the 
expences only of profecution, for Bye fhilliings a year, lit 
which cafe fitch expences are paid only on the con- 
viction of the offenders. 

Shopkeepers and Tradesmen may, in this office* 
jafure their ftock in trade at the following rates ;

Ticket- Porters are all freemen, and their bufinefe 
is to land and {hip off goods exported or imported, to 
all parts of America, &c. alfd to houfe all merchants 
goods, metals, &c. go ofmefTages, Sec. They give a 
hundred pounds fecurity for their fidelity and honefty 
and fuch as employ them need only take notice of the 
names ftamped on the ticket that "hangs to their girdle, 
and on complaint made to their Governor at Founders 
Hall Lothbury, fatisfa&ion will be made to fuch as 

they have injured. 

2. Fellowftiip-porters are employed alio as ticket- 
porters. Their chief Govenor is the Alderman of 
Billingfgate Ward to whom complaints is to be made. 

3. Tackle 
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3. Tackle Porters, or fuch ticket-porters as are fur- 
nifned with weights, fcales, &c. their bufinefs is to 
weigh goods. &c. 

4. The Companies Porters land and fhip off all goods

27. Magiftrates of the city of London are to fettle the 
rates of carrying goods between London and Weftmirf- 
fter. 30 Geo. 2. c. 22. 
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AS there is a poft eftablifhea for the conveyance of 
letters to all parts of the town, and the villages 
adjacent, fo is there, one for conveying of parcels : and 
in this metropolis where the infolence. and impofition of 
porters is fo great, that a fellow would rather lounge away 
his hours and fpend his money at an alehoufe, than 
carry a parcel of four ounces weight to the diftance of 
half a mile fcr lefs than a (hilling; it is one of the 
"greatcft conveniences that could have been thought of* 
It is a new undertaking, but we truft its general utility 
will anfwer its fuccefs ; indeed, if the people ftudy their 
own intereil, they will give it all the fupport they can,, 
rather than fuffev fuch a uf_ful eftab'iflimewt to drop, as 
in this cafe porters would be more infolent and exorbi- - 
tant than ever. 

In China, where every thing is regulated by govern- 
ment with the greateft exactnefs, there is a fimilar efta- 
bliflunent. The porters in every city are there inrclled 
under a chief, who regulates their fares, and is refponfible : 
for their condudfc, and the goods entrufted to their care,. 
Every thing is there carried by men, and if a perfoa 
has occafion for half-a-dozcn porters, he applies to this 
chief, pays the price of carriage for each, and take* 
from him fo many ticket?, wi.h which hs pays the porters 

vhea 
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when they have done their work, who then repair f©> 
their chief, return the tickets, and take their money, 
leaving with him a certain fmall portion of it for his 
trouble. 

Something fimilar to this has been inftttuted at Paris,. 
is conducted with the greateft regulation, and is found 
exceedingly ufeful to the people. Pennant's Par cel-poft 
in London is nearly on the fame .plan. It isjcalled Pen- 
nant's from the name of one of the proprietors, in con- 
tradiftinction to fomething carried on under the name of 
a Parcd-poft, by two men with wheelbarrows, in oppo- 
. frtion to the original eftabHfhers, who are an aflbciatitfn 
of real gentlemen, and who refufed thefe men admiffion. 
among them, becaufa they could not depofit an equal 
fum with themfelves, it being an undertaking attended: 
with great exjience and refponfibility,, and requiring time: 
to make it pay itfel£ 

ItV convenience and utility to the public will be evi- 
dent, when the many frauds and impoiitions by (harpers 
and others are confide red, and which are difplayed in 
this work under the head of Cautions, ; and when it is 
further confidered, that when a perfon fends his fervantor 
a porter with a parcel, he is not- fure fuch parcel is de- 
livered, but when fent by the Parcel-poft the proprietors 
are refponfible for the parcel, and will prove the deli- 
very at any future time, which, owing to parting with 
fervants, and other caufes, could not at all times other- 
wife be done. 

Receiving-houfes are appointed in all parts of Lon- 
don ; thefe houfes have printed bills in their windows, 
but as the perfons oppofing them in their plan, endeavour 
to imitate them in this public nature, any houfekeeper 
applying to the General-office, No. 33, Fetter-lane,. 
may learn the neareft receiving-houfe to their place of 
abode, and if they write this down, and ftick it up in 
any part of their houfe, it will always be ready to refer 
to when found neceifary. 

Pennant's Parcel-Post conveys parcels twice 
a-day to all parts of the cities of London, Weftminfter, 
N and the Borough of Southwark ; and alio to the under- 
mentioned 
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mentioned villages and places adjacent, at the following

Commiffions left at the Receiving- houfes in the vil- 
lages, will be faithfully executed, on paying one penny 

extra for fuch commimon. 

Perfons fending parcels to the above villages, will not 
be obliged to convey them a mile or two, to the Inns, or 
places where coaches, boats, or errand-carts fet out, and 
pay booking for the fame, as they have been accuftomed 
to do ; but they will be forwarded, if left at any, of

2. Horfes belonging to non-commiffioned officers and 
foldiers of cavalry, alfo horfes belonging to dealers kept 
for fale only, and all horfes let to hh-e by poft-mafters for 
travelling poft, are exempted from this duty.

3. For every coach, chariot, chaife, &c. with four 
wheels, kept by any perfon for his own ufe, or to be let 
out for hire, (except hackney-coaches) mall be paid 
the yearly fum of feven pounds; and for every chaife, 
chair, gig, whiikey, &c. having two or three wheels, 
drawn by one or more horfes, the annual fum of 3I. 10s.

4. AfTefTors (hall give notice in writing to perfons keep- 
ing horfes and carriages, to produce in fourteen days 
after fuch notice, lifts of the numbers kept by them, on 
pain of forfeiting iol. to be recovered before two juftic^s ;

On WALKING LONDON STREETS. 

r. T N walking through London, you may always find 
# A your way, if, before you fet out, you will con- 
iult amap of London, and attend to the names of th& 
fireets and courts, which are always painted on a 
board, againft the houfes, at the corner of each ftreet 
or court.. 

2. If you wifti to walk fafe, never pafs under any 
goods, &c. that are drawing up to the top of a houfe 
by a crane, nor pafs a houfe wh*re the bricklayers are 
at work, left any thing fhould fall on your head ; it is 
advifeable, on fuch occasions, to crofs the way : and 
if you would fave your clothes, never pafs under a 
lamp, whilft the lamp-lighter is trimming it, nor go near 
any rails, &c. freih painted ; or conteft the way with 
a baker, barber, chimney-fweeper, barrow-woman, &c. 

3. If the wall or houfes are on your right hand, keep 
the wall, and you will have no interruption, every one 
will give way. 

4. But don't difpute the wall with a cart or carriage, 
left you mould be crufhed. 

5. Never ftop in a crowd, or to look at the windows 
of a print-ihop or (hew-glafs, if you would not have 
your pocket picked* 

L & 6. Do 
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6. Do not walk under a pent-houfe, left perform 
watering flower-pots, or other flops, fhould drop upon 
your head. 

7. Be careful, if you meet a porter carrying a load 
upon his head, that you do not get a blow that may be 
fatal. / 

8. If you walk with an umbrella, ar.d meet a fimilar 
machine, lower yours in time, left you either break it, 
•r get entangled with the other. 

9. One fide of the way is generally fhady, it is not 
neceflary perhaps to recommend crofting to the fhady 
fide in fultry weather, or keeping to windward when 
the duft flies. 

10. In wet weather look where you ftep : if you 
would not be fplaftied, don't tread on a loofe ftone. 

1 1 • Don't haftily crofs a ftreet when a coach is com- 
ing up, left your foot fhould flip and you be run over, 

12. In frofty weather it is advifeable to walk in the 
coach-ways, which are tiot fo flippery as the foot-paths ; 
and to bind a piece of cloth-lift round one of your ihoes : 
it will fave you many a fall. 

13. It is very dangerous walking in a thick fog, as 
you cannot fee the danger before you ; people who 
walk in London fhould always look before them, both 
above and below. 

14. It would be prudent for the men to have their 
coat-pockets to open in the lining within ; this will often 
prevent them from being picked. At leaft everyone 
fiiould attend to his pocket at night, or as he paffes 
through a crowd.

LETTER of ORDER 

IS always given with the circular notes, and con- 
tains, a- general addrefs to all the correfpondents of the- 
houfe,. whofe names are annexed, to an alphabetical lift,

% their civilities, For fafety* the traveller, writes his own- 
name in their letter of order>„ which the agents are in- 
truded to compare, with his fignature on paying the notes^, 
fo that it anfwers the purpofe of a general letter of ad- 
xice.

Receiving^ money from abroad, to render their exten- 
five correfpondence as ufeful as poflible, the houfe will 
take bills of drawers or indorfers of undoubted credit, 
upon moft of the places mentioned in their lift?, in order 
to recover money, which cannot be done in the common 
* courfe of bufinefs. 
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A Man may live like a gentleman in London at a 
very eafy rate, and have every indulgence he can 
wiih for. 

1 . If he does not keep a carriage, he may hire one by 
the month, or week, or even by the day, A -genteel 
ccach, with glafs windows, may be hired for the day, 
ofthofe who keep hackney-coaches; if befpoke, at the 
price of a hackney-coach, and if you have a great- 
coat and hat for the coachman to put on, it will be 
equally the fame as if he was your own fervant. 

2. Hackney-chairs, may be had at a moment's notice, 
paying them either for the time or ground they go, ac- 
cording to the cuftomary rates, or by the week; and 
if you have tvvo great-coats and hats to lend the men for 
the time, they may be always well equipped. For la- 
dies, a lady's chair mould be kept in the hall, it pays 
no duty. Thefe 'chairmen in conftant pay will call 
three or four times a day for orders, and will go on mef- 
fages alfo. 

3. Good wine may be had of the wine-merchants, 
red or white, at 21s. a dozen, other wines in propor- 
tion. Good bottled beer or cyder can always be bought.

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NUSANCES. 

I.TF the driver of any cart, car, dray or waggon 
1 lhall ride upon any carriage in a itreet or high- 
way, not haviug fome perfon on foot or horlcback to 
guide the fame (fuch carriages excepted, as are con- 
dueled by fome perfon holding the reins of the horfes 
drawing the fame) ; or if the driver of fuch carriage 
lhall, by negligence or wilful mifbehaviour, caufe any. 
hurt or damage to any perfon or carriage, in fuch ftreet 
or highway, or (hall wilfully be at fuch a diftance, or 
in fuch a fituation, whilft it (hall be paffing on the 
highway, that he cannot have the government of his 
horfes, or mall wilfully or negligently obitrud the free 
pafTage-of any other carriage ; or if the driver of any 
empty or unloaded waggon, cart or carriage, (hall re- 
fute to make way for any coach, chariot, chaife, load- 
ed wag eon, cart or loaded carriage ; or if any perfon 
fhall drive any coach, poft- chaife, or carriage let for 
hire, or waggon, wain or cart, not having the owner's 
name, as required, painted thereon, or fhall refufe to 
difcover the chriftian and furname of the owner, every 
fuch offender (hall forfeit a fum not exceeding 10 s. 
(or not exceeding 20 s. if the driver of the faid car-* 
riage be the owner) ; and in default of payment, the 
offender fhall be commuted to the houfe of correction, 
for a time not exceeding one. month, unlefs fuch for- 
feiture be fooner paid. And any perfon may appre- 
hend fuch driver, without a warrant, and deliver him 
to a conftable, to be conveyed before a magiftrate ; and 
if fuch driver fhall refufe to tell his name, the juftice 
may commit him for a time not exceeding three months, 
' and may proceed againft him for the penalty neverthe- 
lefs.

And any of the 
committee may feize fuch obftruclions, remove and re- 
tain them, till the penalty and expences, are paid ; and 
if not claimed or paid in five days, may fell the fame, 
pay fuch expences, and return the overplus to the owner.

8. No board or boards, to repair houfes, (hall be 
creeled without the confent of the furveyor of the com- 
mittee.

10. No fcavenger fhall leave any rubbimor dirt in the 
ftreets, &c. and no other perfon than a fcavenger of 
the committee fhall go about to carry away dirt, &c. 
If any one does, he may be apprehended and taken 
before a magiftrate, who fhall fine him from 5 s. to 20 s. 
half to the apprehender ; and in cafe any peHon fo carry- 
ing the duft cannot be apprehended, the owner of line 
cart that carried it fhall pay die fine-.

Sundry CAUTIONS againft Robberies, Fraud*, 
Impositions and Insults. 

l,Y)ERSONS travelling to or from London fhould 
JL be careful not to take too much money with 
them. Bank' poft-bills, made payable to the holder or 
order, is the fafeft conveyance ; for thefe are of no va- 
lue till indorfed by the perfon they are made paya^ le 
to ; and if loft, as the bank does not pay * them till 
feven days after fight, there is time to give notice of the 
lofs. ' 

2. Trunks, &c. mould not be fattened behind car* 
rjages, unlefs- with chains, or unlefs fervants ride be- 
hind, and will attend to them till they are ten or twelve 
miles from tjie metropolis ; for there are thieves fre- 
quently waiting at the outflcirts of the town, particular- 
ly iii the evening, to cut fuch luggage from behind. 

3. If trunks, boxes, or packages are to be fent by 
coaches or waggons into the country, it is prudent to 
let fbme perfon be prefent at the packing up, as a wit-* 
iiefs of the contents, and to take a lift of what the 
trunk, &c. contains. This perfon ihould then take it 
to the warehoufe of the coach or waggon himfelf, and 
deliver it to the book-keeper, fee it oooked, and pay 
for the booking, which is 2 d. In this cafe, if it be 
loft, you will be able to prove the contents, and reco- 
ver the value from the owner of the coach or waggon. 
See Stage-Coaches, 3 

4. But let your fervant be very careful not to leave 
the trunk, &c. with any perfon ilanding at the door of 
the inn, or in the inn-yard ; but to inquire for the 
book-keeper, and not to part with his load till he can de- 
liver it into the cuftody of the book-keeper, and fee it 
booked. On this account the porter fhould .be able to 
read writing, to know what he is about. Rogues are 
very often about inn-yards, to eafe fuch meffengers of 
their loads. See Parcel-Post. 

5. Such perfons as you fend with parcels from one 
part of the town to another, ihould be cautioned not 
to be led into a public houfe by the way, to drink with 
any fuppofed countryman, nor to (ufFer any good-na- 
tured 



CAUTIONS, 157 

tared perfon in the ftreet, to give them a hand and help 
them on the way with their bundle or load ; for there are 
rnany of thefe obliging people in London ilreets, that 
when they get poffemon of the bundle, &c. will run away 
with it. 

6. If you hire a ba&et- woman at market, or a porter 
to carry any thing for you home, which you may have 
bought, tell fuck perfon -where he is to carry it, and make 
lum walk before you all the way. Your eye will then 
be upon him, and if he flips away from you, it will be 
your own^ fault. If it be inconvenient to attend him* 
employ no fuch perfon but whom you know, or is known 
to the perfon with whom you deal. But if yon buy of a 
fhop-keeper, they will always fend the goods home. See 
Parcel Post. 

7 . Never flop in a crowd ia the ftreets, to fee what oc- 
canons it : if you do, it is two to one but you either lofe 
your watch or your pocket-handkerchief. There are fel- 
lows who -create ctifturbances for this purpofe, 

8. Never carry any bank-notes or Dills abort you, 
without firft entering, in fome book at home, the number 
and date, and particulars of fuch notes, that in cafe yon 
lofe them, or your pocket is picked of your book, yon 
Hand fome chance of recovering them, or Hop the pay* 
*nent. 

9. Alfo enter, in feme book at home, the number, 
siaker's name, &c. and defcription of your watch, and 
whatever elfe of value you carry about you, that you may 
know how to defcribe it, if loll. ^ 

10. Never part with fuch articles oat of your hands, 
to persons you are unacquainted with. * 

11. If you would walk fafe, you would always avoid 
crowds, Hopping to look at the pi&ures in a print-mop, 
&c* See p. 1 159 No. 5, 14. 

12. If by chance yon fhould drop any thing of value 
in the ftreet, whilft you are looking for tt, you will have 
many a(k you what you have loft, and offer to affift you 
in the fearch. Tell them it is nothing of any confe- 
quence : if you acquaint them, you are likely never to 
find it, as they will probably find it for yon and keep it. 

13. Give directions to your fervaats, on no condition 

O to 
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to deliver any thing from your houfe to a ftrangef , under 
a pretence of your having fent for it ; for inftarice, a 
great coat or any other thing : there are always villains 
ready to take advantage of their ignorance. 

14. I have already mentioned fervants embezzling 
their mailers money ; See No. 14, p. 55 ; and the autho- 
rity on which I have there fpoken is from Blackftone ; but 
courts of confcience, to which tradefmen fly for fmall 
debts, if the goods have been left at your houfe, will 
fometimes oblige you to pay the debt ; particularly if you 
have not cautioned fuch tradefmen not to truft, even 
though you have had no dealings with him, and gave your 
fervant the money to pay him : it is proper, therefore, if 
you find a ftrange trade/man dealt with by your fervant, 
whom you have not cautioned, apply to him immediately, 
and caution him before witnelTes, or make him fign an 
acknowledgment, that if he leaves goods at your houfe 
without taking the money, he will never call on you for 
it. * N 

1 5 . For the above reafon, never let fervants take in a par- 
cel for you, under an idea that it came by fuch a carriage, 
if they are to pay any thing for it ; for fuch packages 
have been found to contain nothing but brickbats, &c. 
In fhort, never let them pay any thing without your know- 
ledge or order fo to do, to any one. Perfons bringing 
things will often take the money before-hand, and afk for 
it again at the houfe they carry it to. 

16. Before you get into a hackney-coach or chair, 
always take the number, as,if you leave any diing there- 
in, you may then, by fummoning the coachman, or 
chairman to the Hackney-coach office, probably recover 
it. They may fay they never faw it, and poffibly their 
next fare might find it and take it : poffibly fo. This is 
a lie, for they always look, when they fet down a fare, 
before they ffiut the door. To be truly fafe in this mat- 
ter, every one,{hould look round the coach or chair be* 
fore they quit it. 

17. Thieves have lately made a practice of knocking 
at doors in an evening, under a pretence of delivering a 
letter, and, when the door is open, if in a retired place, 
have ruffied in, in numbers, and. robbed the family. ' To 

avoid 
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avoid this, a chain ftiould be always put acrofs the door 
within, (fo as to admit the door to open a little way) be- 
fore dufk, and the door not opened to a Granger, but the, 
letter, if any, taken in. 

18. If you do not fit in your front-parlour in an even- 
ing, take care the windows are fattened down, for men 
have been known-to enter a houfe this way, fecrete them- 
feVes till the family is afleep, and then rob the houfe ; cr 
they have robbed that room only, while the family have 
been backwards, and decamped the fame way. 

19. If the houfe next door to you is empty, be cau- 
tious and fallen your back-doors, and infide mutters of 
the upper windows ; for villains will now and then fe- 
crete themfelves in fuch empty houfes, and, in the night, 
get into the adjoining houfe, bytha back-doors or win- 
dows, or from the leads. Your garret-windows therefore 
ihould always be fecured, and trap-doors opening to the 
leads well bolted, 

20. Before you come out of any play-houfe, or place 
of public entertainment, take care to fecure your watch 
and your pockets, for pick-pockets are always about at 
fuch places. 

21. Never fuffer any beggars to be begging at your 
door, particularly if you live in any retired place, for, 
under a pretence of begging, if they fee no one in the 
way, they will be fure to rob you of fomething. 

22. Do not fuffer ycurfelf to be impofed on by beg- 
gars in' the Greets, for all have their arts, and will affect 
diftrefs to excite your humanity ; if you have any thing 
to give, it would be befl bellowed to poor diftrefTed fami- 
lies ; it is a miftaken charity to give to beggars in the 
flreets, whom the ,laws have provided for. 

23. Auctions in great thorough- fares, in the day-time, 
where men fland at the door and invite paffengers in, are 
great impofitions. Slight ill-made goods are made up 
for fuch auctions, and if you buy, it is ten to one but you 
arc cheated, and give twice the value of the article pur- 
chafed. Never buy at an auction, but where the auc- 
tioneer is known to be a reputable man. At auctions of 
linen- drapery, they will put, perhaps, fufficient painted 
muflin for a gown, and a piece of dowlas, worth 7d. a 
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yard, and fell the two at one price per yard ; from an 
opinion that there may not be above thirty yards of 
dowlas, you bid accordingly, but, when mealured* there j 
fhall be fixty, of courfe you are deceived and cheated. 

24. For the fame reafon, never buy at a pawn-broken 
fuch articles as they difplay at their windows ; for a no- , 
tion of buying things cheap, has drawn many to buy, at 
thefe places ; and this has led the pawn-broker to get 
things made up purpofely for fale, in a flight manner. 
Half the things at their windows are new, and fold as 
fecond-hand. 

25. Lodgers from abroad, or coming out of the coon- 
try, fhould be aware how they employ tradefmeti recom- 
mended by the mailer or miftrefs of the houfe where they 
lodge. They have too often a feeling in foch recommen- 
dations. - 

26^ ^n porchafing patent medicines, if you wifh for ' 
fuch as are genuine, buy none but what have the propri- 
tor's name engraved upon the (tamp. 

27. Indeed, in purchafing, it will be always found 
belt to purchafe of, and employ people of, credit, though 
you pay rather a greater price, for they have a character 
at ftake, and will ufe you well, in hopes of having your 
cuftom in future ; but if you buy in general of thofe 
who underfel the fair trader, and advertife things at a very 
low price, depend upon it, unlefs you are a very gocd 
judge of the articles you buy, and take efpecial care, you 
will be taken in. 

28. People in diftrefs are always wanting to borrow 
money, and hold out advantageous terms in advertife- 
ments to lenders. Be ever on your guard in this matter, 
and alfo againft thofe who publicly, by advertiiement, 
offer to raife money on fecurities. They will get the 
fecurities into their hands, fuch as bonds, notes, &c. and 
will frequently fhuffle you out of them. To thefe the 
public have given the denomination of fwindlers. If you 
are in trade, be cautious with cuftomers you are a Granger 
to, left you be taken in. There are a number of people 
in town, who live by getting goods on credit, and taking 
in the incautious (hop-keeper. 

*<?♦ Be very circumfpeft and cautious of having any 

thing 
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thing to do with notes of hand or accepted drafts, drawn 
by people you are unacquainted with, for it is by fuch 
modes that the unwary are duped and robbed of their 
property. • ' 

30. If you keep an open (hop, never fufFer a ftranger 
to leave a parcel in your (hop, (under a pretence of hav- 
ing further to go, and wifhing it to be taken care of till 
his Teturn) unlefs you know the contents of the parcel. 
Men have been known to leave contraband goods, in this 
manner, and go and inform againft the fhop-keeper, in 
order, to get the penalty. In like manner, a fack of uh- 
roalted coffee has been left at a grocer's, "and he has been 
exchequered in confequence of it. 

3 1 . Never ftep in between perfons quarrelling in the * 
ftreet, unlefs you chufe to have your pocket picked. Thefe 
are often fham quarrels, to collecl: people together for the 
opportunity of plundering them. 

3.1. Any one may arreft a felon, even without a' war- 
rant. 

,32. Where perfons, by fraud in gaming, win above 
10 1. they (hall forfeit five times the value, ai\d fufFer fuch 
corporal punifhmerrt as in cafes of wilful perjury. 9 Ann. 
c. 14. 

33. Shop-keepers fhould be on their guard againft 
perfons coming in and looking over a great quantity of 
goods, without purchafing. Sharpers often, making & 
genteel appearance, will take an opportunity, on thefe 
occasions, when the fhop- keeper's back is turned, to pil-» 
fer and purloin. 

34. In return, buyers fhould always be careful trret 
they are not impefed on by {hop-keeper's, for they will 
often furvey you from head to fcot, and afk a price ac- 
cording to their cuftomer. They will often afk 10 s. fojr 
an article at a coach-fide, which they will, fell for, to a 
perfon on foot, for half the money. 

3'^ . Shop-keepers who have the reputation of felling 
cheap, will evidently do fo, in fome fmall articles, the 
price of which every buyer is acquainted with ; but they 
ake care to bring up the lee-way, as the feaman's phrafe 
9, ftnd make you pay handfomely in other things. In 
fhort, every tradefman roufl!ive,and there are fuch num- 
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bers of the fame profeffion in London, that they are obli- 
ged to make ufe of a variety of artifices to get cuftom ; 
and the buyer, with all his clevernefs and care, mall not 
often be able to avoid being taken in. 

36. It often happens, that if a parcel is fent up from 
the country, by a Waggon, and ordered to be left till 
called for, and you fend for it, that they will tell you no 
fgch thing is brought, and then the porter of the inn will 
bring it, in order to get a milling or two : in this cafe 
give him nothing, but before you give him to underftand 
fo, take pofleflion of it, otherwife he will take it back 
again : mould this fellow, by way of revenge, if any 
game is fent you, and not ordered to be delivered, not 
bring it, and it fpoils, and the mailer of the waggon does 
not difcharge him, fummon the matter to the Court of 
Conference, for the value of the thing fpoilt, and you will 
be never ferved fo again. Porters of inns are in general 
rery exorbitant in their demands, and very infolent. If 
they aflc too much for bringing a thing, never pay it, but 
tell them they may take it back again, and you will fend 
for it. See Parcel-Post. 

37. Perfons ^would do well to be careful of their hats 
in public companies ; for want of fuch care, many a per- 
fon has brought home an old hat for a new one. There 
are well-looking men who will take an opportunity to ex- 
change with you. I knew a gentleman who always pre- 
ferved his hat, by pairing a paper on the infide the crown, 
on which he wrote his name, and the words Stolen /rem 
over it. Canes and great coats are at times in fimilar 
danger. 

38. Perfons letting houfes ready furnimed, mould be very 
cautious to whom they let them, and to whom they give 
pofleflion. There are villains, who will take fuch homes* 

* under the pretence of hiring them for perfons coming out 
of the country, anddefire the inventory of the goods, and 
iey, to be delivered at ibme feemingly refpeftable houfe ; 

«jind when they have got pofleflion, ftrip the houfe of its 
furniture, and are heard of no more. 
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Sec T ay lohs, page 43, and Walking London 
Streets, page 123*. 

There is a Society of Tradefmen, &c. inflituted ia 
1767, for the prote&ion of their property againft the in- 
roads of felons, forgers, cheats, &c. and to fave the 
charges of profecutions, rewards and advertifements, 
which are paid out of the public flock, raifed annually at 
live (hillings each member ; which fubfeription, though 
fmall, has not only been found fufHcient for the purpoles 
intended, but has enabled the Society to veil a fum in ths 
funds, befides leaving a considerable balance in the trea- 
furer's hands. 

The intent of this Society, is to prevent, as far as pof- 
iible, the loffes which tradefmen and others frequently 
fuffer from the depredations of thofe mifcreants, who get 
their infamous livelihoods by robbing, plundering, and 
defrauding the honeft and induflrious part of mankind ; 
and to purfue the mod vigorous and effectual methods to 
bring fuch offenders to juftice ; as they frequently efcape 
the puniffcment their crimes deferve, through the inability 
timidity, avarice, or indolence of thofe they injure, which 
encourages them to continue their mal-practices ; alt ho' 
fuch perfons ought, in duty to themfelves and the public 
in general, to ufe their utmoil endeavours to put a flop to

8. Perfons committed for debt, by thefe courts, fhall 

not be imprifoned longer than twenty days, for a debt 
not exceeding 40 s, and, at the expiration of the time, 
fhall be difcharged without fee or reward. Ibid. 

9. In the city of London, the expence of taking out a 
fummons is 8d. and the hearing, which muft take place 
the next day of fitting, is attended only with the expence 
of 4d. 

10. At St. Margaret's-hill, the days of hearing are 
Tuefdays and Fridays, in the afternoon, and the expence 
4 d. The fummons, if a common one, is 6d. if a^fpecial 
one, iod. The difference between a common and a fpe- 
cial fummons is this : the party need not attend the firft 
day of hearing, after the fervice of a common fummons, 
but he muft of a fpecial one. An execution is 2 s. and 
8 d. is paid on receiving the debt. 

1 1 . When the party has been ferved with an order, if 
'he does not attend, the court adjudges the debt due to 

the plaintiff, and an execution is taken out, which feizes 
either the goods or the perfon of the debtor, and unlefs 
the money is then paid, and the cofts, he is carried to 
prifon.

If a plaintiff does not attend, and 
is nonfuited, they demand 4.6.. of the defendant ; but 
this 4d. is thrown away, as the' plaintiff can fummon 
afrefh. : 

14. The day of hearing at the court at Fullwood'5 
Rents is Thurfday ; the Judge of this court is the County 
Clerk ,~whbacls by deputy. The coft of a fummons is 
is* 4d. of an order 2 s. of a hearing 2 s. of an execution 
3 s. 4d. Thefe the defendants pay in the end, and the 
plaintiff can receive his money without a fee. 

15. At thefe courts, if a defendant does not attend till 
the order, a fecond fummons is made out, and the plain* 
tiff is nonfuited, the plaintiff pays all cofts, except the ex- 
pence of the order, which the defendant pays for his own 
neglecl. 

16. The determinations of the Courts of Confcience 
are final ; but they generally indulge the debtor with time 
to pay the money if he requefts it. They will fuffer him 
to pay it at a milling or fixpence a week ; this money 
muft be regularly paid into the court, or an attachment 
againft the party iffues ; but not unlefs the plaintiff takes 
out the attachment ; fo that it is neceflary he mould every 
now and then enquire whether the. defendant pays the 
money regularly : and when the time elapfes in which 
the whole debt is paid, the plaintiff applies to the court 
for his money, and receives it on paying a few pence. 

1 7 . The plaintiffs and defendants in thefe courts are 
in general people fo very low, that a gentleman would 
fooner lofe 40 s. than attend them. If he. is a defendant* 
it is beft to get fbme perfon to attend for him ; if plain* 
tiff, and can prove his demand, he may even then get 
fome perfon to apply for him ; but if he cannot prove his 
deb£ otherwife than by his own oath, he fhould attend 

him/elf; 
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kimfelf ; for if he has no other proof, the plaintiff's oath 
is always fafficient. Of courfe, it is better in thefe courts 
to be plaintiff than defendant, fcr if the plaintiff fwears to 
his debt, no oath of the defendant will avail h : m ; but as 
though an omiffion to attend will coft the defendant 2 s. 
4d. not*ithftanding he nonfuits the plaintiff, I would re- 
commend to the defendant not to attend till ferved with 
an order perfonally ; as fhould the plaintiff nq£ attend at 
the fame time, though the defendant is prefent, he may 
fummon him again. Indeed, the plaintiffs and<defendants 
in thefe courts, are perfons generally devoid of character, 
and fo artful, that they have various methods of evading 
their power : they will often go by fi&itious names, and 
change their lodgings fo often, tnat if you obtain an exe- 
cution in one diftricl, they will remove their refidence to 
another cHftrift, and thus render fuch execution ineffec- 
tual. The bufinefs is all to go over again in the court cf 
that diflritt where they are removed to*. 

18. In thefe courts, if the plaintiff does not attend, 
though the defendant nonfuits him for fuch non-attend T 
ance, yet if the plaintiff chufes, and will fit down' with the 
lofs of the price of the fummons (or "order, if an order is 
fued out and ferved; ; he can fummon the defendant as 
often as he pleafes, and give fuch defendant an infinite^ 
deal of trouble. This requires corredlipn. . 

19. In order to recover in thefe courts, the debt muft 
be under 40 s. and not mor,e than of fix years ftandihg', 
and both parties muft rcfide in London, The fummons 
muft be taken out in that court in whofe diftricT the defen- 
dant lives.. If a defendant can prove the deb't t6 be"40s; 
or upwards, it nonfuits the plaintiff. 

20. No oath is required on taking out the fummons, 
nor is it neceffary tp fpell the defendant's name right, or 
know his chriftian name ; all that is requ : red is to know 
where he is to be found, that the fummor»s may be left 
at his place of refidence ; if the party will not attend by a 
fummons, it is neceffary to get the chriftian name of the 
defendant, in order to obtain an order ; and if he is a 
houfekeeper this is readily got at, by applying to the 
veftry-clerk of the pariih where he lives, and examining 
tte poorVrate book,. The order muft be ferved upon 
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him perfonally, and he mail refide at that time in the 
fame diftrift as where the fummons was ferved. 



THE MARSHALSEA COURT. 

WITHIN twelve miles of London, the power of the 
Marlhalfea court in the Borough extends. Here 
by applying to any of the niarfhalfea-court attomies, who 
five in Clifford's-inn, Neet-ftreet, you may recover an/ 
fum above 40 s. very fpeedily. A writ taken oat in this 
court cofb 7 s. 6d. with which the defendant is ferved, 
and as the return day is every Friday, the caufe cannot 
be put off. It will come to a hearing in the courfe of a 
month ; and the hearing in this court feldom exceeds five 
or fix pounds ; and the jury are as refpe&able here as in 
the court of King's Bench. If your debt is 40 1. you may 
profecute in this court, by fuing for four pounds and up- 
wards, and the perfon fued muft pay your whole demand ; 
bat (hoald the debt be five pounds or upwards, it may be 
removed to a higher court. — The cofb in this court are 
paid always in advance, as the procefs goes on. 

•2. In the court of King's Bench, the cofb of a writ 
before a declaration is ferved* amounts to about 30 s. on 
a declaration which takes place the firft day of term, 
about four to fix pounds. Paying money into court, 
about five to fix pounds. If judgment goes by default, 
the cofb are about 15 1. If a hearing takes place, about 
23L and though the plaintiff fhould obtain his caufe, he 
will be about five pounds out of pocket. When a judg- 
ment is fued out againft a defendant, if he is thrown into 
prifon, the plaintiff is obliged to fend him two (hillings and 
four pence weekly to the prifon towards his fupport; 
on failure of which the defendant is releafed. If the 
plaintiff releafes him on bond and judgment, and is after- 
wards defirous to enter up judgment, and take him into 
cuftody on this bond, it will col him three pounds more. 

Indeed* 
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Indeed the law is fo coftly, and the fubterfuges fo many, 
that I would recommend any meafure preferable to going 
to law. ' 



THE VERGE OF THE COURT 

IS that ground about White-hall and St. James's, 
which belongs to the crown, and which is privileged 
from arrefts. This privileged place includes Charing- 
croCs, on the north fide of the way, from the corner of 
Su Martin's-lane to Hedge-Lane, and both the King's 
meufes. On the fouth fide, from the ftreet leading into 
Spring-gardens, to the public-houfe beyond the Trenfury, 
and all Spring-gnrdcns ; on the oppofite fide of the way, 
from Northumberland- ho ufe to the end of Privy-garden 
in Parliament-ftrcet, taking in all Scotland-yard, White • 
hall, and Privy-garden. It further includes all the 
parks, the liable- yard St. James's, Cleveland-court, and 
all Hyde-park, except the mere eroding from the Green- 
park to Hyde-park. Moft houfes in the Verge let lodg- 
ings ; and I knew an artful fellow ones that eluded all 
his creditors, by refiding there ; if he wanted to go out 
of it, he took water at Whitehail-ftairs, which place is, 
privileged ; and as no writ can be terved on ths water, 
without a water-bailiff's warif.nt, which cannot be imme- 
diately procured, h^ would land fafely in the city, or on 
the Surry fide : for a Middlefex writ lofes its force in the 
city, and in Surry, un'efs backed by a city or Surry ma- 
gistrate, which requires time and preparation to get 
done ; fo that, if he landed in Surry, he might take his 
horfe and ride to the land's-end ; or he would occafionally. 
walk through the parks, and order his horfe to wait for 
him on the oppofite fiJe. By this means, he conflantly 
eluded the fheriff's ofHzers, whs could not be in every 
place, or eternally watching him. 

1. To prevent this, ia fome meafure, the Board of 
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Green. Cloth, or thofe who a& in that department, and 
have the controul of the verge, will, on application to them, 
at 'St. James* s -palace, fummon the debtor to meet the 
plaintiff, before them ; and the gentlemen there prefiding 
will examine into the nature of the complaint, enquire of 
the perfon then fummoned, what profped he ha* of pay- 
ing the debt; and if his propofals of difcharging it by 
instalments, or in a limited period, be approved, they 
will fuffer him to continue in the Verge ; but if they find 
him difpofed to aft fraudulently, they will tell him that 
the Verge mail not (belter him ; and if he does not im- 
mediately quit k, they will order him to be arretted by 
their own officer ; but, let the cafe be as it will, they al- 
ways give him notice to quit the place, and give him a 
reafonable time to do k in ; but if he can -make intereft 
with any of the gentlemen of the Board, he meets with 
favour there, as a man does in all filiations of life. 

2. A fheriff's-officer arrefting a man in the Verge, 
will be punifhed by an application to the Board of Green 
Cloth, and the perfon arretted will be difcharged. The 
Board, or thofe who difcharge the office of that Board, fit 
two or three times a week. Mr. Bray, attorney, Great 
Ruflel-ftreet, Bloomfbury, is clerk of the Verge. 

3, The Tower is alfo a privileged place. 



HOTELS. 

THESE are taverns or inns, under a new name, fb 
called from the hotels in Paris, where you may be 
rather better accommodated than at the inns in and about 
London, but at a much greater expence. The inns, and 
many coffee-houfes (for all the coffee-houfes are now 
lodging houfes and taverns) will let you a lodging at one 
milling or eighteen pence a night, whereas thefe hotels 
charge 2 s. 6d. or 5 s. a night, according to the goodnefs 
of the apartment ; and 5 s. a day for the ufe of a parlour 
or dining-room. Two millings a day for fire, 1 s. a-head 

for 
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for breakfaft, and for your dinner according to what you 
order, as dear as at the moft expensive tavern. » Here* 
indeed, a gentleman may take his family for a few days, 
till he can procure a lodging, which he cannot do at a 
coffee-houfe, nor fo well at an inn, for want of proper 
accommodations. And the fervants of all thefe houfes 
are very extravagant in their expectations, which you 
mull accordingly gratify, if you wifh to be well attended.. 
Hair-dreffers at thefe hotels charge i s. each time of 
drefting, out of which the matter of the hotel has a profit ; 
whereas, at inns and cofFee-houfes, they will drefs for 6d. 
Foreigners and fhrangers mould be aware how they 
employ taylors, or other tradefmen, recommended by 
mailers of hotels, for they have a feeling in every thing. 
They expect the perfons they recommend to give them 
poundage, that is, fb much in every pound they take ; of 
courfe the tradefman charges his cuftomer accordingly.

Notice, in London. 

THE Mufeum, Great Ruflel-ftreet, Bloomfbury, a 
repository of curiofities of every kind ; nothing is 
here paid in order to obtain admiffion. All that is ne- 
ceffary is, to apply at the office belonging to the houfe, 
(a few days before-hand) for tickets, giving in the names 
of the company, and their rank in life, and you will ob- 
tain an admiffion-ticket, a day or two after, to fee the 
place, at a certain hour and day, named in that ticket. 

The Tower, and herein the armory, artillery, the 
crown and regalia, the King's menagerie for wild beafts, 
&c. and the grotto work* The expence for one perfon, 
for the whole, is 3 s. 10 d. if in company 2 s. iod, «ach. 

The monument, erected in memory of the fire of Lon- 
don, 1666, on Fifh-ftreet hill, that overlooks London, 
6 d. each admittance. 

#t. Paul's Church. This may be fecn gratis, at 
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prayer-time, viz. eleven in the morning, and three in 
the afternoon ; but thofe who defire to fee other parts, 
and go up to the top, mud pay for fo dcing, 2d. each 
part ; in the whole, is. 2d. each perfon. 

Weftminfter-ahbey. Always open. But the wax- 
work, exhibiting the figures refembling life, of Queen 
Elizabeth, the Earl of Chatham, and other great per- 
fonages, as alfo the tombs of the kings, muft be paid for, 
6d. each. The man who {hews them will afk for a few 
halfpence for himfelf, but this is optional. 

The church of St. Stephen, Walbrook, near the Man- 
fion-houfe, is well worth viewing; enquire at No. 28, 
Walbrook. 

The Royal Exchange, Cornhill. This is crouded with 
merchants, from one to three every day, except Sundays, 
Mondays, and Saturdays. 

The Bank of England, Cornhill. Open every day, 
except holidays. 

The Manfion-houfe, Cornhill ; the refidence of the 
Lord Mayor. 

Guildhall, King-ftreet, Cheapfide, where the bufinefs 
of the city is done. 

The Eaft-India Houfe, Leadenhall-ftreet. This is 
beft feen when a meeting of the proprietors is called by 
advertifements, to determine on any Earl-India bufi- 
nefs. 

The Cuftom-houfe, Thames-ftreet, and the long 
4*oom there; open every day, and crowded all the 
morning, except on holidays, 

The Excife-office, in Broad- flreet, near the Royal 
Exchange. 

The Navy-office, in Crutched- friars. 

S^merfet-place, Strand. 

Weftminfter-hall, where are held the courts of jufHce 
in term time. 

The Three Bridges, London, Blackfriars, and Weft-, 
minfter, and the (hipping below London-bridge. 

The- Horfe guards, in the Park. The beft time to 
view this is in fine weather, between nine and ten in 
morning, when guard is mounted, and the mufic is

The two Theatres, Drury-lane and Covent-garden 
are open for : dramatic pieces; every evening, from the 
end of September to near the end of June. Admittance 
5-s. 3 s. 2 s. and 1 s. The Royal Family may be often 
feen here. 

On. Wednefdays and Fridays, in Lenti at thefe thea- 
tres, are generally concerts of (acred mufic, called Ora:- 
torios. Admittance 10 s. 6 d. 53. and 3 s. 6 d — A ren- 
ter's fliare of either hottfe, for twenty-one years, can 
often be purchafed for about 300 L which will admit the 
buyer at all times, before the curtain, any where, and 
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entitle him^o 2 s. on each .night's performance, which 
amount! to about 18I. a year. 

The Opera-hbtjfe, in the Hay-market ,~ [this was burnt 
down in the fummeY of 1789.] for Italian operas, is open 
from Odlober to June* twice a week, Tuefdays and Sa- 
turdays. Fifty performances ; the fubfeription -price for 
one perfon, for the fifty nights, twenty guineas, or half 
a guinea a night, in the pit or boxes. Admittance, in to 
the galleries, each perfon, 5 s. and 3 s. 6 d. A renter's 
mare can be purchaled often here, -which, if for twenty- 
one years, may be bought for about 250 1. and will enti- 
tle the purchaser to 20 1. a year, and free admiffion to 
any part of the houfe, at all times ; rehearfals, operas, 
mafquerades, &c. Sometimes the admiffion- ticket is to 
be bought, without the annuity, for about eighty gui- 
neas. 

At this Opera-houfe are feveral mafquerades, in the 
winter. Admittance generally one guinea, refrefhments 
included. 

The Pantheon, Oxford-road, a fuperb room, is alfo 
open at this time, for concerts, and occasionally for 
mafqued balls. Admittance to thefe lafl as at the Opera- 
houfe. 

At the end of the month of May, there are three or 
four grand concerts of facred mufic, from the compofi- 
tions of Handal, in Weftminfter-abbey, where all the 
eminent performers in the kingdom play and fing, to the 
number of 700. This is under the patronage of the 
King and Queen, who are prefent, and mod of the nobx- 
lijy. Admittance one guinea for each performance ; the 
money given to charities. On the rehearfal-days, the 
admittance is but half a guinea ; and every thing is the 
fame as on the other days, except that the Royal Family 
are not prefent, the company not fo well dreiTed, and 
not fo numerous. 

At Gallini's Rooms, in Hanover-fquare, and at Wil- 
lis's Rooms, in King-ftreet, St. James's, there are oc- 
casional concerts and balls, where the firft company is 
generally prefent. The entertainments here are chiefly 
by fubfeription, for a number of nights ; but a fingle 

ticket, 
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ticket, for one night, may. often be procured of Mr, 
Hook ham, bookfeller in Bond-ftreet. 

There is alfo a concert of ancient mufic, in Totten- 
ham- ftreet, where the king and Royal Family attend. 
Six oratorios are performed here before the King, &c. 
Subfcriptions for fix nights, three guineas each. 

At Freemafon's-hall, in Great Queen-ftreet, Lin- 
ccln's-inn- fields, which is a fuperb room, there is in the 
winter months, from November to May, a concert of 
vocal and initrumental mufic, chiefly facred, with choral 
performers, every other '1 liurfday evening. Subfcrip- 
tions four guineas for the winter, which admits a gentle- 
man and two ladies. Subfcribers mufl be ballotted for ; 
and, as the fubfcribers amount to 200, which number 
crouds the room, perfons muft wait a vacancy for ad- 
mi flion. 

The Anacreontic Society, a mufical aflbciation, where 
catches, glees, and focial fongs, with a good band, is 
held weekly, on Wednefdays, at the C.own and Anchor 
Tavern in the Strand. Subfcribers here pay, and are 
ballotted for. 

In Eafter week, Ranelagh-houfe always opens ; a 
magnificent room, well frequented by the beft company 
in an* evening. Admittance 2 s. 6d. each, coffee and 
tea included. This place is two miles from town. - 

At this time alfo opens a theatre for tumbling, rope- 
dancing, &c. at Sadler's-wells, Iflington, and continues 
all the fummer. Admittance 3 s. 6d. 2 s. and 1 s. Each 
perfon has allowed him for this money, a pint of wine or 
punch. 

Alfo Aftley's Amphitheatre, Wcftminfter-bridge, for 
horfemanfhip, tumbling, &c. &c. Admittance from 
2s. 6d. to 6d. 

The Circus, St. George's-fields, for fimilar amufe- 
ments. Admittance ditto.

It is impoflible to give efti mates to fuit every family j 
but it will be eafy for any one to regulate his expences* 
by thefe eftimates, adding or deducing for a child or a 
fervant, more or lefs, or for the difference of boafe-rent, 
certain indulgences, or the variation in the price of pro- 
vifions. If every miftrefs keeps a weekly book in the 
manner {he will find pointed out to her in the next page* 
and has an eye upon her fervant, fhould fhe exceed her 
expences one week, fhe may retrench them in another. 

I muft repeat here* that 15 or 20 per cent, may be 
laved in many articles, by buying them at the firft hand, 
and paying ready money, where it conveniently can be 
done, betides preventing things being charged a family 
never had. However, by no means mould a bill be run 
up, with either butcher, baker, chandler, green-grocer, 
or milkman. 

Such as wifh to fee eftimates for families living in the 
country, may find them in a work publilhed fome years 
fince, and which has gone through fix editions, called, 
The Way to be rich and refpeftable ; price 2 s.«— Wherein 
is laid down a plan, among others, whereby a gentleman-, 
bis wife, four children, and five fervants, living in the 
country, with a few acres of land, may, with frugality, 
fave 2500 1. in twenty years, keep two of his children at 
a boarding fchool, drink wine every day at his table, 
keep a carriage and four horfes, and make an appearance 
equal to a man in London that fpends 1000 1. a year, and 
for half the money.

HORSES akd CARRIAGES. 

Since the printing of the foregoing fheets, the following 
alterations has taken place, reflecting the duties on 
horfes and carriages.

Carriages, of all denominations, of two or four wheels,, 
not in general ufed in hufbandry, are fubjeel to the duties 
of the former ad ; and omitting to enter them in 20 day*, 
forfeits 7I. ibid. 
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PAWN- BROKERS. 

BY an aft, fubfequent to the printing of the former 
fheets, pawn-brokers fhall not take more than one 
halfpenny, per month, for the loan of 2 s. 6d. and fa 
in proportion to 403; above 40 &. and not exceeding 
10I. 3d. for every 20s. by the calendar month, and to 
in proportion 5 but may take for the futn borrowed, if 
from 5 s. to 10 s. one half- penny for a ticket, or ac- 
knowledgment of having the goods $ from 10 s. to aos. 
one penny; from 20 s. to 5L 2d. and upwards of five 
pounds, 4<L 29 Geo. III. c. 57. to be in force till the 
end of the nextfejjion of parliament. 

Perfons pawning goods are allowed 7 days after th^ 
expiration of the firft month, without paying any thing 
for the faid feven days., One month and 14 days is rec- 
koned as two months, ibid. 

Perfons pawning goods, the property of others, fhall, 
on conviction before a magiftrate, forfeit 20 s. and the 
value of the goods fo pawned, or be fent to the houfe of 
correction, for a* fpace of time not exceeding three 
months, nor lefs than one month, at the difcretion of the 
magiflrate, unlefs the forfeit be fobner paid, and fhall 
be publickly whipped ; and the forfeiture (hall go , to- 
wards paying the profecutor's expence, ibid.

Perfons producing the pawn-broker's ticket, fhall be 
deemed the owner of the goods, unlefs notice be fent 
to the pawn-broker to contradict it by the real owner.

fpace of one year after they are pledged, Ihall be com- 
mitted to prifon till they do. ibid. 

Perfons lofing a pawn-broker's ticket, fhall be entitled 
to another, ifVhe fwears to the lofs, and defcribes the 
goods pledged, before a magiflrate* ibid.

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Pawn-brokers receiving notice from the owner of 
goods, before the expiration of a year, (half be obliged

At the time when goods are to be dlfpofed of,

USURY. 

There being a number of advertifements in the public 
papers, constantly holding out terms to borrow money, 
and perfons, with a wifh of getting good intereft for 
what cam they have to fpare, being apt to attend to> 
what they think advantageous propofals, it may not 
be unufeful to point out the rocks that lie in the 
way of this traffic. 

THE legal intereft for money lent, except in the 
way of annuities, is c per cent, and he who takes 
more, is guilty of ufury, and liable to a profecution, and 

if 
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if caft, to pay treble the value of the money lent 
12 Ann. c. 16. 

But a man may lend another 100I. conditionally, for 
example, to return it in five days, and if not fo done, 
to pay 200 1. for it at the year's end; this will not 
be ufury, as the borrower may difcharge the bond or 
agreement, at the five days end, and pay no interefl. 
The additional 100 1. at a future time* is a penalty for 
hot keeping his contract. 2 Inft. 89. 2 Roll. Abr. 801. 

Indeed, the chief thing to be confidcred is> that if 
principal and interefl are both in danger of being loft, 
a contract for extraordinary interefl is not ufury; but 
when the principal is well fecured, it is. 3 Salk. 391 » 
But difcounting notes beyond legal interefl is unuy. 
2 Strange, 124^. 

The borrower may be a witnefs againd the lender, 
after he has paid the money borrowed. Raym. 191 . 

Perfons therefore who hold out more than the legal in^ 
tereft of 5 per cent, with good fecurity for the money bor- 
rowed, hold out ufurous contracts ; and the lender in fuck 
cafes, is in danger of a profecution.

t. /"TT^HE firft thing to be taken care of is to fecure a 
JL place, a day or two before you fet off; in which 
cafe, if you are at the place appointed in time, if the 
coachman does not call for you at that place, you may 
take a poft-chaife and go after the coach, and the owner* 
are obliged to pay the expence. 

2. But it is neceffary to be at the inn or place ap- 
pointed in time. The inns in London are very incommo-

4. On your arrival at the coach, enquire for your 
trunk, Sec. give it in charge to the coachman, and fee that 
lie places it in the boot or clfewhere, fo as not to rub it 
or damage it. 

5. In lone journeys, the horfes are not only changed, 
but the. coach alfo; it is neceiTary therefore to fee that 
your luggage is taken out^ of the coach you came in, and 
tafely flowed in that in which you are to proceed.
